To  His  Excellency,  The  Honorable  T.  W.  Bickett, 

Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Military  Establishment  for 
the  years  1917  and  1918.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  National  Guard  was  in  Federal 
service  during  these  years  and  that  the  Selective  Service  work  was  continuous  in 
1917  and  1918,  the  Reports  are  combined  rather  than  submitted  for  one  year  periods. 

For  convenience,  and  with  a  view  to  a  clearer  understanding,  the  Report  is  divided 
into  two  parts. 

Part  1  will  be  confined  to  the  National  Guard  and  the  North  Carohna  Reserve 
Mihtia. 

Part  2  wiU  show  the  organization  and  operation  of  the  Selective  Service  in  the 
State. 

The  data  given  in  each  part  is  as  complete  and  full  as  it  has  been  possible  to 
obtain. 

Recommendations 

1.  The  troops  from  North  Carolina,  in  every  branch  of  the  service,  have  made  a 
glorious  record  in  the  World  War  for  themselves  and  for  the  State  as  weU.  At 
Belleu  Wood,  Chateau  Thierry,  Kemmell  HiU,  Cambrai  and  St.  Quentin,  on  the 
Hindenburg  line,  in  the  St.  Mihiel  Sector,  in  the  Argonne  Forest,  and  wherever 
the  fighting  was  hardest,  their  patriotic  devotion  to  duty,  and  their  sacrifices  for 
the  hberty  of  mankind,  marked  them  as  worthy  sons  of  a  noble  ancestry.  They 
fought  and  sacrificed  and  died  as  only  heroes  can  fight  and  sacrifice  and  die,  and 
a  grateful  people  wall  cherish  for  all  time  to  come  their  valiant  courage  and  their 
willingness  to  do  and  to  dare  and  to  die.  Another  chapter  in  the  State's  Record 
Book  of  immortal  deeds  has  been  written.  While  our  boys  were  doing  and  daring 
and  dying  "over  there,"  our  boys  in  the  Training  Camps,  Officers'  Schools,  and 
Students'  Army  Training  Corps  over  here  were  rendering  an  equally  patriotic, 
necessary  and  honorable  service.  There  is  glory  enough  for  them  all.  The  State 
should  take  prompt  action  looking  to  the  erection  on  the  Capitol  Square  of  a  mon- 
ument to  our  Soldiers  and  Sailors  in  keeping  with  the  dignity  of  the  State  and  in 
commemoration  of  the  patriotic  service  and  sacrifice  of  her  sons.  There  is  another 
duty  resting  upon  the  people  of  this  great  Commonwealth.  These  boys  fought  for 
us  and  they  have  earned  our  everlasting  gratitude  and  we  should  give  some  tangi- 
ble expression  of  our  appreciation.  An  imposing  monument  appeals  to  our  State 
pride.  Our  Soldiers  and  Sailors  deserve  more  than  this.  Each  one  of  them  should 
receive  from  the  State  a  personal  recognition  of  his  distinguished  service,  something 
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which  those  who  come  after  him  and  bear  his  name  will  prize  as  a  sacred  family 
jewel.  I,  therefore,  recommend  and  urge  that  the  General  Assembly  of  1919  appro- 
priate a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  have  made  suitable  medals  for  each  soldier  and 
sailor  from  North  Carolina  who  served  in  the  World  War,  whether  such  service 
was  rendered  on  foreign  fields,  on  seas,  in  Training  Camps,  Officers'  Training 
Schools,  or  Students'  Ai-my  Training  Corps,  and  that  a  Committee,  to  be  named 
by  the  Governor,  be  appointed  to  adopt  a  design  for  such  medals  and  to  arrange 
for  their  presentation  to  our  Soldiers  and  Sailors  through  the  Boards  of  County 
Commissioners  in  the  several  Counties  of  the  State.  Other  States  will  do  this. 
Let  North  Carohna  lead  in  this  simple  act  of  justice  for  the  heroes  of  1917-1918. 

2.  That  the  present  Reserve  Militia  Organizations  be  continued  in  the  service 
of  the  State  until  the  return  of  the  National  Guard  troops  now  in  the  Federal 
service. 

3.  That  the  organizations  of  the  National  Guard  (or  such  other  military  force 
as  may  be  necessary  to  execute  the  law,  suppress  riot  or  insurrection,  or  to  repel 
invasion)  be  postponed  until  after  the  Congress  has  determined  what  course  will 
be  pursued  with  respect  to  the  organization  and  maintenance  of  military  forces  in 
the  several  states  of  the  Union. 

4.  That  a  permanent  record  or  roster  of  every  man  who  served  in  the  World 
War  be  prepared  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so.  The  importance  of  this  work 
and  the  necessity  for  immediate  action  are  apparent. 

National  Guard 

Upon  the  return  of  the  National  Guard  organizations  from  the  Mexican  Border 
in  February  and  March,  1917,  the  following  units  were  mustered  out  of  the  Federal

The  2d  N.  C.  Infantry  and  Companies  A  and  B,  N.  C.  Engineers  were  not  mustered 
out  of  Federal  service  and  rendered  efficient  duty  throughout  the  State  in  guarding 
bridges,  property,  etc.  The  efficient  manner  in  which  they  performed  this  duty 
was  the  source  of  much  satisfaction.  Upon  its  return  from  the  Border  the  2d  Regi- 
ment went  into  camp  at  Camp  Royster,  Goldsboro,  N.  C,  and  from  this  point 
companies  were  sent  out  to  different  parts  of  the  State. 

At  this  time  it  was  apparent  that  there  would  be  a  further  call  for  United  States 
service  and  every  effort  was  made  to  recruit  the  organizations  to  war  strength  and 
fully  equip  them  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Armory  Inspections,  1917 

The  usual  armory  inspections  for  the  year  1917  were  held  as  follows : 

State  Headquarters,  Storehouses,  Camp  Glenn  and  Arsenal^in  March. 

Headquarters  and  Cos.  C.  A.  C.  in  March. 

1st  N.  C.  Infantry  in  February. 

3rd  N.  C.  Infantry  and  1st.  N.  C.  Infantry  Brigade  Headquarters  in  April. 

Medical  Units  in  March. 
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The  report  of  the  Inspectors  was  highly  satisfactory  and  indicated  an  increased 
effort  to  comply  with  regulations  with  regard  to  the  care  and  safeguarding  of  Federal 
and  State  property.  The  2d  N.  C.  Infantry  and  Companies  A  and  B  Engineers  were 
not  inspected  on  account  of  not  having  been  mustered  out  of  United  States  service. 

No  armory  inspections  were  held  during  the  year  1918  as  there  were  no  National 
Guard  organizations  in  the  State. 

Arsenal 

The  .\rsenal  now  furnished  by  the  State  is  adequate  and  suitable  for  the  proper 
care  of  aU  military  property.  Without  the  ample  space  which  the  present  armory 
afforded  the  supplying  and  equipping  of  troops  entering  the  Federal  service  would 
have  been  greatly  handicapped.  Large  quantities  of  clothing  and  equipment  were 
issued  in  1917. 

Camp  Glenn 

Upon  request  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Camp  Glenn  was  turned  over  to  the 
Navy  Department  on  September  17,  1918,  for  the  establishment  of  a  Naval  Air 
Station.  A  modern  station  is  under  construction  there  which  wiU  include  the 
erection  of  a  large  number  of  splendid  buildings.  The  establishment  of  the  Station 
at  Camp  Glenn  interferes  to  no  great  extent  with  the  use  of  the  ground  for  camp 
purposes.  Eventually  it  is  hoped  the  buildings,  etc.,  put  up  by  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment will  be  turned  over  for  the  use  of  the  State,  it  being  apparent  now  that  the 
Naval  Station  will  not  be  permanent.  The  buildings  and  property  at  Camp  Glenn 
belonging  to  the  State  amounts  to  approximately  $30,000.00  and  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment has  assumed  responsibility  for  the  proper  protection  and  care  of  same: 

Legislation 

In  order  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  passed  by 
Congress  on  June  3,  1916,  a  new  law  for  the  National  Guard  and  Militia  was  passed 
bj'  the  General  Assembly  on  the  6th  of  March,  1917.  The  passage  of  this  legisla- 
tion was  a  step  forward  for  the  National  Guard  and  under  its  provisions  more  liberal 
support  is  given.  A  copy  of  the  Act  of  March  6th  is  made  a  part  of  this  report. 
(G.  O.  No.  9,  1917). 

The  General  Assembly  passed  an  Act  on  February  17,  1917,  to  allow  absent  electors 
to  vote.  Under  its  provisions  the  soldiers  of  the  State  were  permitted  to  vote  by 
mail  without  regard  to  their  location  or  where  they  were  serving. 

Changes 

On  September  1st,  1917,  General  Laurence  W.  Young  was  appointed  Adjutant 
General  vice  General  B.  S.  Roj^ster,  resigned.  September  1st,  1918,  General  Young 
tendered  his  resignation  in  order  to  enter  active  service  and  was  commissioned  a 
Major  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States.  General  Royster  on  this  date  again 
became  the  Adjutant  General.  Both  Generals  Royster  and  Young  rendered  most 
efficient  service  to  the  State  in  connection  with  the  draft  and  muster  in  of  National 
Guard  organizations  during  the  years  1917  and  1918. 

New  Organizations 

During  the  months  of  April,  May,  June  and  July,  1917,  the  organization  of  the 
following  units  was  completed:

These  units  were  organized  for  service  in  the  World  War  and  'were  composed 
entirely  of  North  Carolina  Volunteers.  The  organizations  were  completed  in  a 
remarkably  short  time.  It  is  believed  that  the  record  made  by  Andrews,  N.  C,  in 
recruiting  a  troop  of  Cavalry,  National  Guard,  cannot  be  equaled — from  April 
5th  to  9th  one  hundred  and  five  men  volunteered  for  service  and  before  the  Selective 
Service  Law  went  into  effect  one  out  of  each  nineteen  of  the  population  of  the  town 
was  either  in  the  Army  or  Navy. 

Records 

There  is  at  the  present  time  on  file  in  the  Adjutant  General's  office  complete  lists 
showing  by  counties  the  name  of  each  man,  white  and  colored,  selected  for  service 
under  the  Selective  Service  Regulations.  Complete  records  are  being  prepared  by  the 
Adjutant  General's  office  in  Washington  which  will  show  in  detail  the  service  of 
each  man  from  North  Carolina  who  served  diu-ing  the  war  with  Germany  either  in 
the  Army,  Navy  or  Marine  Corps.  Congress  appropriated  a  considerable  sum  of 
money  in  order  that  the  Adjutant  Generals  of  the  several  States  might  be  furnished 
this  information  and  eventually  this  State  will  have  a  valuable  and  full  record  of 
its  soldiers  who  served  in  the  World  War. 

Rosters 

The  old  plan  of  fifing  enlistments  as  a  permanent  record  of  men  in  the  military 
forces  of  the  State  has  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  there  are  now  being  pre- 
pared complete  rosters  of  every  organization  and  unit  of  the  National  Guard  of  the 
State.  In  addition  to  these  rosters  there  wiU  be  prepared  a  complete  alphabetical 
roster  so  that  for  the  future  the  names  and  the  mifitary  record  of  every  man  serving 
in  the  National  Guard  may  be  easily  obtained.  The  several  local  exemption  boards 
throughout  the  State  have  been  requested  to  furnish  this  office  with  the  name, 
age  and  post  office  address  of  every  registrant  inducted  into  the  federal  service  under 
the  Selective  Service  Law,  and  from  these  lists  of  names  it  is  my  purpose  to  prepare  a 
detailed  roster  showing  not  only  the  name,  age  and  residence  of  the  registrant  who  was 
inducted  into  the  military  service  but  giving  in  addition  the  branch  of  the  service 
in  which  he  served,  promotions,  if  any,  and  a  complete  history  of  the  services  ren- 
dered by  each  man  in  the  World  War. 

National  Guard  in  Federal  Service

The  total  number  of  officers  and  men  of  the  National  Guard  drafted  into  the 
federal  service  was  277  officers  and  7,454  enlisted  men. 

The  organizations,  less  Coast  Artillery,  were  ordered  to  Camp  Sevier,  Greenville, 
S.  C,  and  assigned  as  a  part  of  the  30th  Division,  U.  S.  A.,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Engineer  Train  which  was  ordered  to  Camp  Dix,  N.  J.,  and  made  a  part  of  the 
42d  (Rainbow)  Division,  U.  S.  A.  The  designations  of  the  National  Guard  units 
from  North  Carolina  were  changed  and  converted  into  different  parts  of  the  30th 
Division  (see  Table  1).  The  status  of  the  First  North  Carohna  Infantry  was  changed 
at  Camp  Sevier  and  its  officers  and  men  were  assigned  and  transferred  to  other 
organizations.  This  change  of  status  and  being  dismembered  was  no  reflection  upon 
the  officers  and  men  of  this  splendid  regiment  but  was  made  to  carry  out  the  plans 
of  the  War  Department  with  respect  to  the  National  Guard  organizations  and 
divisions.  Our  National  Guard  Troops  trained  at  Camp  Sevier  from  August,  1917, 
to  May,  1918.  The  Coast  Artillery  Headquarters  and  Companies  were  ordered  to 
Fort  Caswell,  N.  C,  and  became  a  part  of  the  garrison  of  the  defenses  of  the  Cape 
Fear.  The  North  Carolina  Naval  Militia  represented  the  State  most  creditably  as 
National  Naval  Volunteers,  on  the  sea  and  land. 

The  National  Guard  troops  made  a  part  of  the  30th  Division,  sailed  for  France 
in  May,  1918,  and  served  with  distinction  tliroughout  the  operations  on  the  Western 
Front  from  July,  1918,  to  the  time  of  the  signing  of  the  Armistice.  They  partici- 
pated in  and  took  the  leading  part  in  breaking  the  Hindenburg  line  on  September 
29  in  the  vicinity  of  St.  Quentin,  which  is  considered  the  greatest  feat  of  the  War. 
The  casualties  suffered  among  the  troops  from  the  National  Guard  of  the  State 
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were  aiiproximatoly  40  per  cent  either  in  killed,  wounded,  i)risoners  or  died  of 
disease  of  the  total  strength.    The  following  is  a  statement  of  battle  participation:

The  60th  Infantry  Brigade  (119th  and  120th  Infantry  Regiments,  and  115th 
Machine  Gun  Battalion)  was  the  only  unit  of  its  size  in  the  30th  Division  composed 
entirely  of  former  National  Guard  units  from  one  State  and  it  was  in  reality  a  North 
Carolina  Brigade.  Brigadier  General  S.  L.  Faison,  U.  S.  A.,  a  North  Carolinian 
of  long  experience  in  the  Army,  s^  graduate  of  West  Point  in  the  Class  of  1883, 
commanded  the  Brigade  with  skill  and  ability. 

The  Engineer  Train  distinguished  itself  as  a  part  of  the  117th  Engineer  Regi- 
ment, 42nd  Division,  and  made  a  brilliant  record  in  the  following  engagements: 
Luneville  and  Baccarat  Sectors,  Chateau  Thierry,  St.  Mihiel  and  the  Meuse  Argonne. 

It  is  recalled  with  a  feeling  of  pride  that  these  troops  have  shown  to  the  world 
by  their  fidelity  to  duty  and  by  their  heroic  achievements  on  the  fields  of  battle 
that  the  spirit  of  their  forbears  found  a  most  worthy  and  glorious  expression  in  the 
splendid  fight  of  their  sons  for  humanity  and  freedom..  How  splendidly  these 
troops  acquitted  themselves  on  every  occasion,  and  what  bravery  and  heroism 
were  manifested  by  officers  and  men,  is  known  far  and  wide.  They  have  won  for 
themselves  and  the  State  as  well  on  the  battlefields  of  France  and  Belgium  an 
imperishable  glory.  The  National  Guard  of  this  State  has  kept  the  faith  and  it  has 
fulfilled  in  the  largest  degree  the  hopes  and  aspirations  of  its  friends  throughout 
the  State.

Reserve  Militia 

After  the  National  Guard  of  the  State  was  called  into  the  federal  service  it  became 
necessary  to  organize  and  maintain  a  military  force  in  the  State  for  the  preservation 
of  peace  and  order  and  to  aid  in  the  execution  of  the  law. 

Pursuant  to  a  proclamation  by  the  Governor,  and  as  authorized  by  the  Consti- 
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tution  and  laws  of  the  State,  the  unorganized  mihtia  of  the  State  between  the  ages 
of  thirty-five  and  forty-five,  to  the  number  of  5,000  thousand,  were  called  into  the 
active  military  service  of  the  State  and  organized  in  companies  in  various  counties, 
and  designated  as  North  Carolina  Reserve  Militia.  These  companies  are  located  as 
follows :

During  the  year  the  War  Department  furnished  to  the  State  for  the  purpose  of 
arming  the  Reserve  Militia  2,307  rifles,  which  have  been  issued  to  forty-two  of  the

companies,  the  issue  of  rifles  being  made  to  companies  located  in  the  various  places 
of  the  State  with  the  view  of  having  an  armed  military  force  available  for  emergencies 
in  every  section.  It  is  regretted  that  a  sufficient  number  of  rifles  could  not  be  secured 
for  issue  to  every  company.  Several  cities  of  the  State  have  wisely  purchased  rifles 
for  the  issue  to  their  Reserve  MiUtia  Companies. 

Aid  to  Civil  Authorities 

On  the  17th  day  of  November,  1918,  the  5th  Company  of  Winston-Salem  and  the 
6th  Company  of  Greensboro  were  called  upon  to  aid  the  civil  authorities  in  the 
execution  of  the  law  and  in  the  suppression  of  a  threatened  riot.  These  troops 
responded  promptly  and  rendered  most  efficient  service.  The  following  report  of 
Captain  J.  C.  Bessent,  commanding  the  5th  Company,  is  of  interest: 

From:  J.  C.  Bessent,  Capt.  Comdg.  5th  Co.  N.  C.  R.  M.,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C. 
To:  The  Adjutant  General,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Subject:     Report  of  riot  in  Winston-Salem. 

1.  I  beg  leave  to  report  the  services,  etc.,  of  my  command  in  the  recent  riot  in 
Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  on  Sunday  evening  the  17th  inst.  At  four  P.  M.,  the  riot 
alarm  was  sounded  on  the  fii-e  bell  by  orders  of  Mayor  Gorrell  of  this  City,  and  in 
response  thereto  my  Company  assembled  in  the  armory.  The  Mayor  requested 
me  by  messenger  to  clear  the  city  hall  of  rioters.  I  demanded  and  received  the 
following  written  request: 

To  J.  C.  Bessent,  Captain  of  State  Militia  Reserve.  It  is  ordered  that  you 
assemble  your  Company  and  be  ready  to  perform  such  duties  as  you  and  your 
Company  are  called   upon  to  do.    (Signed)  R.  W.  Gorrell,  Mayor. 

I  called  up  Mayor  Gorrell  by  phone  and  stated  to  him  that  I  would  like  to  have  the 
authority  of  Governor  Bickett  for  this  duty.  He  informed  me  that  Governor  Bickett 
had  authorized  liim  to  request  my  services  and  to  go  to  the  city  hall  and  force  all 
persons  out  of  it  except  those  who  were  entitled  to  remain  there.  I  immediately 
proceeded  to  the  city  hall  and  found  the  corridors  and  hallways  full  of  rioters, 
attempting  to  take  a  negro  prisoner  out  of  the  city  jail  and  kill  him.  I  forced  my 
way  into  the  prison  doors,  with  my  Company,  leaving  a  detail  midway  the  stair 
to  prevent  any  more  people  entering.  I  then  forced  the  rioters  out  of  the  building 
but  on  account  of  having  about  forty  or  fifty  men  I  could  not  do  at  that  time  any 
patrol  duty  outside  of  the  building,  but  remained  there  holding  the  mob  on  the 
outside.  After  consulting  with  some  of  the  Aldermen  in  the  city  hall  it  was  decided 
rather  than  to  fire  on  the  mob  to  try  to  disperse  them  by  the  use  of  the  fire  engine 
and  hose.  I  detailed  one  squad  to  protect  the  firemen  in  this  duty.  They  turned 
on  the  water  and  very  successfully  dispersed  the  mob  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
the  building.  While  the  firemen  were  throwing  water  someone  shot  and  killed 
Fireman  Young.  One  of  my  men  ran  out  of  the  hall  and  took  his  place  at  the  nozzle 
and  two  others  removed  the  dead  man.  The  squad  that  was  with  the  fireman  fired 
two  volleys  over  the  heads  of  the  mob  and  this  scattered  them  very  successfully 
without  doing  any  one  any  injury.  After  dispersing  the  mob  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  I  was  able  to  patrol  the  streets  around  the  city  hall,  but  did  not  have  suffi- 
cient men  to  patrol  any  other  streets,  without  leaving  the  city  hall  and  jail  unpro- 
tected. When  we  forced  the  rioters  out  of  the  city  hall,  in  their  rush,  Private  Frank 
O'Brien  was  run  over  and  thrown  down  the  steps  and  injured  very  badly.  He  is 
now  in  the  City  Hospital  but  is  improving.  Privates  Rawley  and  Truelove,  respec- 
tively, were  wounded  in  the  arm  and  foot  by  pistol  balls.  I  had  every  rifle  in  the 
armory  in  use,  as  several  soldiers  and  students  at  Officers'  Training  Camps  who  were 
here  on  furlough  and  volunteered  their  services.  The  reason  that  more  of  my  own 
men  did  not  report  for  duty  was  that  it  was  Sunday  and  a  great  many  of  them  were 
out  of  the  city.  I  am  proud  to  report  that  every  man  present  did  his  duty,  and  no 
one  showed  the  white  feather.  The  Greensboro  Company  arrived  about  12  o'clock 
and  assisted  me  in  patrol  and  other  duties  until  6  A.  M.,  when  I  dismissed  them  and 
allowed  them  to  return  home.  The  Charlotte  troops  reported  about  3  P.  M.,  and 
the  Raleigh  troops  about  4:30  A.  M.  When  they  relieved  me  of  the  patrol  duties 
about  10  A.  M.,  I  dismissed  my  Company  subject  to  call,  as  we  then  had  the  city 
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under  full  control,  and  they  have  been  on  duty  ever  since.  Lieut.  H.  V.  Horton  in 
conveying  a  patrol  to  a  distant  part  of  the  city  was  shot  in  the  face  and  hand,  being 
slightly  wounded  but  not  incapacitated. 

Hoping  that  my  action  in  this  matter  wiU  meet  with  your  approval,  and  being 
proud  of  being  in  command  of  a  set  of  men  who  bucked  a  mob  successfully,  I  am

The  Reserve  Militia  has  rendered  most  efficient  service  and  great  credit  is  due 
the  commissioned  and  enlisted  personnel  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  served 
the  State.  Being  composed  of  older  men  of  affairs  it  has  required  much  sacrifice 
to  attend  drills,  etc.,  but  the  duty  has  been  most  faithfully  performed. 

Conclusion 

I  tender  my  thanks  to  your  Excellency  for  the  uniform  courtesy  and  consideration 
shown  me  at  aU  times  and  for  your  timely  suggestions  and  valuable  aid  in  the  per- 
formance of  my  duties. 

My  thanks  are  likewise  justly  due,  and  I  hereby  tender  same  to  Miss  Lelia  M. 
Dye,  the  efficient  executive  clerk  in  the  department.  Her  fidelity,  industry,  and  loy- 
alty and  thorough  familiarity  with  the  details  of  the  office  have  been  of  invaluable 
service  to  me.

1.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Military  Laws  passed  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  North  Carolina,  Session  1917,  and  is  published  as  a  regulation 
of  the  North  Carolina  National  Guard. 

Ax  Act  to  Revise  the  Military  Laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and 
TO  Increase  tne  Efficiency  of  the  Militia 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  Composition  of  the  Militia. — The  militia  of  the  State  shall 
consist  of  all  able-bodied  male  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  all  other 
able-bodied  males  who  have  or  shall  have  declared  their  intention  to  become 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  who  shall  be  more  than  eighteen  years  of  age 
and,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  not  more  than  forty-five  years  of  age,  and 
said  militia  shall  be  divided  into  three  classes:  the  National  Guard,  the 
Naval  Militia,  and  the  unorganized  militia. 
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Sec.  2.  Composition  of  the  Natio7ial  Guard. — The  National  Guard  shall 
consist  of  the  regularly  enlisted  militia  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and 
forty-five  years,  organized,  armed,  and  equipped  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
of  commissioned  officers  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  sixty-four  years. 

Sec.  3.  Composition  of  the  Naval  Militia. — The  Naval  Militia  shall  consist 
of  the  regularly  enlisted  milita  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five 
years,  organized,  armed,  and  equipped  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  commis- 
sioned officers  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  sixty-two  years  (naval 
branch),  and  twenty-one  and  sixty-four  years  (marine  corps  branch)  : 
Provided,  hoivever,  that  enlisted  men  may  continue  in  the  service  after  the 
age  of  forty-flve  years,  and  until  the  age  of  sixty-two  years  (naval  branch), 
or  sixty-four  years  (marine  corps  branch),  provided  the  service  is  continuous. 

Sec.  4.  Composition  of  the  Unorganized  Militia. — The  unorganized  militia 
shall  consist  of  all  other  able-bodied  male  citizens  of  the  State  and  all  other 
able-bodied  males  who  have  or  shall  have  declared  their  intention  to  become 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  who  shall  be  more  than  eighteen  years  of  age, 
and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  not  more  than  forty-five  years  of 
age. 

Sec.  5.  Exemption  from  Military  Duty. — The  officers,  judicial  and  execu- 
tive, of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina, persons  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  custom- 
house clerks,  persons  employed  by  the  United  States  in  the  transmission  of 
the  mail,  artificers  and  workmen  employed  in  the  armories,  arsenals,  and 
navy  yards  of  the  United  States,  pilots,  mariners  actually  employed  in  the 
sea  service  of  any  citizen  or  merchant  within  the  United  States,  shall  be 
exempt  from  military  duty  without  regard  to  age,  and  all  persons  who, 
because  of  religious  belief,  shall  claim  exemption  from  military  service,  if 
the  conscientious  holding  of  such  belief  by  such  person  shall  be  established 
under  such  regulations  as  the  President  shall  prescribe,  shall  be  exempted 
from  militia  service  in  a  combatant  capacity;  but  no  person  so  exempted 
shall  be  exempt  from  militia  service  in  any  capacity  that  the  President  shall 
declare  to  be  noncombatant.  <- 

Sec.  6.  White  and  Colored  Enrolled  Separately. — The  white  and  colored 
militia  shall  be  separately  enrolled,  and  shall  never  be  compelled  to  serve  in 
the  same  organization.  No  organization  of  colored  troops  shall  be  permitted 
where  white  troops  are  available,  and  while  permitted  to  be  organized, 
colored  troops  shall  be  under  command  of  white  officers. 

Sec.  7.  Organization  of  National  Guard  Units. — Except  as  otherwise 
specifically  provided  by  the  lav/s  of  the  United  States,  the  organization  of 
the  National  Guard,  including  the  composition  of  all  units  thereof,  shall  be 
the  same  as  that  which  is  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  for  the  Regular 
Army,  subject  in  time  of  peace  to  such  general  exceptions  as  may  be  author- 
ised by  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Sec.  8.  Maintenance  of  Other  Troops. — In  time  of  peace  the  State  shall 
maintain  only  such  troops  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States:  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall 
be  construed  as  limiting  the  rights  of  the  State  in  the  use  of  the  National 
Guard  within  its  borders  in  time  of  peace:  Provided,  further,  that  nothing 
contained  in  this  act  shall  prevent  the  organization  and  maintenance  of  State 
police  or  constabulary. 
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Sec.  9.  Location  of  Units. — The  Governor  shall  determine  and  fix  the 
location  of  the  units  and  headquarters  of  the  National  Guard  within  the 
State:  Provided,  that  no  organization  of  the  National  Guard,  members  of 
which  shall  be  entitled  to  and  shall  have  received  compensation  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  June  third,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  sixteen,  shall  be  disbanded  without  the  consent  of  the  President, 
nor  without  such  consent  shall  the  commissioned  or  enlisted  strength  of  any 
such  organization  be  reduced  below  the  minimum  that  is  now  or  shall  be 
hereafter  prescribed  therefor  by  the  President. 

Sec.  10.  Reserve  Battalions  for  Recruit  Training.— UnAev  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  President,  reserve  battalions  for 
infantry,  cavalry,  field  artillery,  and  coast  artillery  may  be  organized  by  the 
commander-in-chief  when  organizations  of  the  National  Guard  have  been 
called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  in  time  of  war.  The  organization 
of  such  reserve  battalions  shall  be  effected  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  sec- 
tion seventy-nine  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  June  third,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  sixteen,  or  subsequent  Federal  enactments. 

Sec.  11.  Commander-in-Chief  Has  the  Poiver  to  Call  Out. — The  Governor 
shall  be  commander4n-chief,  and  shall  have  power  to  call  out  the  militia  to 
execute  the  law,  suppress  riots  or  insurrections,  and  to  repel  invasions. 

Sec.  12.  Staff,  How  Divided. — The  military  staff  shall  be  divided  into  two 
kinds:  the  personal  staff  of  the  Governor  and  the  administrative  staff.  The 
Governor  may  detail  from  the  active  list  not  more  than  ten  National  Guard 
officers  and  two  Naval  Militia  officers,  who  shall  in  addition  to  their  regular 
duties  perform  the  duties  of  aides-de-camp  on  the  personal  staff  of  the  Gov- 
ernor. There  shall  be  an  administrative  staff  which  shall  be  as  is  now  or 
may  from  time  to  time  be  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  War  for  the  National 
Guard  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  the  Naval  Militia. 

Sec.  13.  Adjutant  General's  Department. — There  shall  be  an  Adjutant 
General's  Department.  The  Adjutant  General  shall  be  the  head  of  said  de- 
partment and  as  such  subordinate  only  to  the  Governor  in  matters  pertain- 
ing thereto.  He  shall  make  such  returns  and  reports  to  the  Secretary  of 
War  and  Secretary  of  the  Navy  or  to  such  officers  as  the  Secretary  of  War 
and  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  designate,  at  such  times  and  in  such  form  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  officers 
and  enlisted  men,  and  shall  also  keep  in  his  office  all  records  and  papers 
required  by  law  or  regulations  to  be  filed  therein.  He  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  Governor  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  of  each 
year,  including  a  detailed  statement  of  all  expenditures  made  for  military 
purposes  during  that  year.  He  shall  also  make  a  biennial  report  to  the 
General  Assembly.  He  shall  cause  the  military  laws,  the  regulations  govern- 
ing the  National  Guard  and  Naval  Militia,  and  the  articles  of  war  and  articles 
for  the  government  of  the  Navy  to  be  printed,  indexed,  and  bound  in  proper 
and  compact  form  and  distributed  to  the  commissioned  officers  of  the  State 
at  the  rate  of  one  copy  for  each  officer.  He  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  and 
issued  all  books,  blank  forms,  etc.,  required  to  carry  into  full  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  this  statute.  All  such  books  and  blank  forms  shall  be  and  remain 
the  property  of  the  State.  The  Adjutant  General  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  not  herein  specified  as  may  be  required  by  the  military  laws  and 
regulations  or  by  the  Governor.     The  Adjutant  General  shall  be  allowed  all 
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such  necessary  expenses  as  may  be  incurred  for  printing,  postage,  stationery, 
blank  books,  orders  and  reports  required  in  his  office,  the  same  to  constitute 
a  charge  against  the  general  fund.  The  Adjutant  General  may  have  an 
assistant  who  shall  be  detailed  from  the  Adjutant  General's  Department  of 
the  administrative  staff,  and  such  clerks  and  employees  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Governor.  An  officer  detailed  as  such  assistant  shall  receive  during 
the  period  of  such  service  such  compensation  as  may  be  authorized  by  the 
Governor.  The  pay  of  such  officer  shall  constitute  a  charge  against  the 
whole  sum  appropriated  annually  for  the  support  of  the  National  Guard. 

Sec.  14.  The  Adjutant  General. — The  Governor  shall  appoint  an  Adjutant 
General,  who  shall  have  had  not  less  than  five  years  commissioned  service 
in  the  National  Guard,  Naval  Militia,  Regular  Army,  United  States  Navy  or 
Marine  Corps:  Provided,  that  while  holding  such  office  the  Adjutant  General 
shall  not  be  a  member  of  the  active  National  Guard  or  Naval  Militia. 

Skc.  15.  Officers,  Hoiv  Appointed  and  Commissioned. — All  officers  of  the 
National  Guard  shall  be  appointed  and  commissioned  by  the  Governor  as 
follows,  viz.: 

(«)  The  appointment  and  promotion  of  all  officers  below  the  grade  of 
brigadier  general  shall  be  by  seniority  within  the  organization  or  department: 
Provided,  hotcever,  that  if  the  total  commissioned  service  of  the  senior  officer 
is  less  than  the  total  commissioned  service  of  the  next  ranking  officer,  the 
names  of  both  officers  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  War  Department,  and  pro- 
motion shall  be  based  upon  the  result  of  the  prescribed  examination. 

(&)  Original  appointments  of  second  lieutenants  in  the  line  or  staff  shall 
be  made  from  the  enlisted  men  within  the  organization.  Candidates  for  such 
appointment  shall  make  written  application,  accompanied  by  their  military 
record,  to  the  commanding  officer  through  intermediate  commanders  for  com- 
ment by  endorsements.  The  commanding  officer  shall  forward  the  application 
of  the  three  best  qualified  and  most  promising  candidates  with  his  endorse- 
ment to  the  Adjutant  General's  office  for  consideration  by  the  Governor. 

Sec.  16.  Appointment  of  Staff  Officers. — No  person  shall  be  appointed  a 
staff  officer,  including  officers  of  the  Pay,  Inspection,  Subsistence,  and  Medical 
departments,  unless  he  shall  have  had  previous  military  experience  nor  who 
shall  fail  to  qualify  as  to  fitness  for  military  service  under  such  regulations 
as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  prescribe;  such  officers  shall  hold  their  positions 
until  they  have  reached  the  age  of  sixty-four  years,  unless  separated  from  the 
service  prior  to  that  time  by  reason  of  resignation,  disability,  or  for  cause  to 
be  determined  by  a  court-martial  legally  convened  for  the  purpose.  Vacancies 
among  said  officers  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  from  the  officers  of  the 
militia. 

Sec.  17.  Qualifications  of  National  Guard  Officers. — Persons  hereinafter 
commissioned  as  officers  of  the  National  Guard  shall  not  be  recognized  as 
such  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  unless  they  shall  have  been 
selected  from  the  following  classes  and  shall  have  taken  and  subscribed  to 
the  oath  of  office  prescribed  in  section  twenty  of  this  act:  Officers  or  enlisted 
men  of  the  National  Guard,  officers  active  or  retired,  and  former  officers  of 
the  United  States  Army,  Navy,  and  Marine  Corps,  graduates  of  the  United 
States  Military  and  Naval  academies  and  graduates  of  schools,  colleges,  and 
universities  where  military  science  is  taught  under  the  supervision  of  an 
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officer  of  the  Regular  Army,  and,  for  the  technical  branches  and  staff  corps 
or  departments,  such  other  civilians  as  may  be  especially  qualified  for  duty 
therein. 

Sec.  18.  Test  as  to  Fitness  for  Officers. — No  person  shall  hereafter  be  ap- 
pointed an  officer  of  the  National  Guard  unless  he  first  shall  have  successfully 
passed  such  tests  as  to  his  physical,  moral,  and  professional  fitness  as  the 
President  shall  prescribe.  The  examination  to  determine  such  qualifications 
for  commission  shall  be  conducted  by  a  board  of  three  Commissioned  officers 
appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  from  the  Regular  Army  or  the  National 
Guard,  or  both. 

Sec.  19.  Rank,  According  to  Date  of  Commission. — Commissioned  officers 
shall  take  rank  according  to  the  date  of  their  commissions.  The  date  of  ap- 
pointment of  an  officer  shall  be  expressed  in  his  commission,  and  be  con- 
sidered as  the  date  thereof.  When  two  commissions  bear  the  same  date  the 
officer  who  has  had  priority  of  rank  in  any  lower  grade  shall  have  precedence ; 
and  if  the  officers  have  not  served  in  a  lower  grade,  the  commander-in-chief 
shall  designate  their  respective  ranks.  Whenever  an  officer  shall  be  recom- 
missioned  jn  the  same  or  lower  grade  than  that  in  which  he  has  served,  his 
new  commission  shall  bear  such  date  as  will  give  credit  for  time  actually 
served  under  former  commission. 

Sec.  20.  Oath,  National  Guard  Officers. — Commissioned  officers  of  the 
National  Guard  shall  take  and  subscribe  to  the  following  oath  of  office:   "I 

,  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  support  and  defend  the 

Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  against  all  enemies,  foreign  and  domestic;  that  I  will  bear  true 
faith  and  allegiance  to  the  same;  that  I  will  obey  the  orders  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina;  that 
I  make  this  obligation  freely,  without  any  mental  reservation  or  purpose  of 
evasion,  and  that  I  will  well  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office 

of  in  the  National  Guard  of  the  United  States  and  of 

the  State  of  North  Carolina,  upon  which  I  am  about  to  enter:  so  help  me, 
God." 

Sec.  21.  Reports  of  Officers. — All  officers  of  the  National  Guard  and  the 
Naval  Militia  shall  make  such  returns  and  reports  to  the  Governor,  Secretary 
of  War,  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  or  to  such  officers  as  they  may  designate,  at 
such  times  and  in  such  forms  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed. 

Sec.  22.  Officers  Absent,  Give  Notice. — When  any  officer  shall  have  occasion 
to  be  absent  from  his  usual  residence,  one  week  or  more,  he  shall  notify  the 
officer  next  in  command,  and  also  his  next  superior  officer  in  command,  of  his 
intended  absence,  and  shall  arrange  for  the  officer  next  in  command  to  handle 
and  attend  to  all  official  communications. 

Sec.  23.  Federal  Funds — Requisition. — The  Governor  shall  annually  make 
requisition  upon  the  Secretary  of  War  for  such  State  allotment  from  Federal 
funds  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  militia. 

Sec.  24.  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  for  the  United  States. — The  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State  shall  appoint,  designate,  or  detail,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  War,  an  officer  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State,  who 
shall  be  regarded  as  property  and  disbursing  officer  for  the  United  States.  In 
consideration  of  his  services,  for  the  care,  responsibility,  and  issue  of  Federal 
property,  the  property  and  disbursing  officer  for  the  United  States  shall 
receive  from  the  State  such  salary  as  the  Governor  may  authorize  to  be  just 
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and  proper;  said  salary  to  constitute  a  charge  upon  the  military  fund  of  the 
State:  Provided,  such  salary  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  ($1,000):  Provided  further,  that  when  ordered  into  actual  service  and 
receiving  the  pay  of  his  rank  for  such  service,  from  either  State  or  Federal 
funds,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to,  or  receive,  any  salary  from  the  State  for 
the  period  of  time  for  which  he  shall  receive  the  pay  of  his  rank. 

Sec.  25.  Proi)erty  and  Disbuising  Officer  for  A^ori/i  Carolina. — The  Gov- 
ernor shall  appoint,  designate,  or  detail  an  officer,  active  or  retired,  of  the 
National  Guard  or  Naval  Militia,  who  shall  be  the  property  and  disbursing 
officer  for  the  State.  He  shall  receipt  for  and  account  for  all  funds  and  all 
property  belonging  to  the  State  for  military  purposes,  and  shall  make  such 
returns  and  reports  concerning  the  same  as  may  be  required  by  the  Governor. 
The  State  Treasurer  is  authorized,  on  the  requisition  of  the  Governor,  to  pay 
to  the  property  and  disbursing  officer  so  much  of  the  annual  appropriation  for 
the  National  Guard  as  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Governor,  be  necessary 
for  the  purposes  enumerated  herein.  The  disbursing  officer  shall  render 
through  the  Adjutant  General  such  accounts  of  State  funds  entrusted  to  him 
for  disbursement  as  may  be  required  by  the  State  Treasurer.  Before  entering 
upon  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  property  and  disbursing  officer  he  shall 
be  required  to  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  to  the  State,  the  amount  thereof 
to  be  determined  by  the  Governor,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties 
and  for  the  safekeeping  and  proper  disposition  of  the  State  property  and 
funds  entrusted  to  his  care.  He  shall,  after  having  qualified  as  property  and 
disbursing  officer,  receive  pay  for  his  services  at  the  rate  of  one  thousand 
dollars  ($1,000)  per  annum,  and  such  compensation  shall  be  a  charge  against 
the  whole  sum  annually  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  National  Guard. 
All  payments  made  by  the  property  and  disbursing  officer  for  the  State  must 
first  have  the  approval  of  the  Adjutant  General,  and  be  made  upon  such 
forms  and  under  such  rules  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  proper  authoritj'.  All 
necessary  blank  forms,  books,  stationery,  etc.,  for  the  use  of  the  property 
and  disbursing  officer  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Adjutant  General's  Depart- 
ment. 

Sec.  26.  Inspector  Cheneral. — The  Inspector  General  shall  annually  inspect 
all  organizations  and  departments  in  the  militia  at  such  times  and  places  as 
the  Governor  may  order,  and  inspect  and  audit  the  accounts  of  all  officers 
accountable  or  responsible  for  public  funds;  he  will  inquire  as  to  the  neces- 
sity, economy,  and  propriety  of  all  disbursements,  their  strict  conformity  to 
the  law  appropriating  the  money,  and  whether  the  property  and  disbursing 
officer  complies  with  the  law  in  keeping  his  accounts  and  making  his  deposits. 
He  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Governor  of  such  audits  and  inspec- 
tions, a  copy  of  them  to  be  furnished  the  advisory  board. 

Sec.  27.  Advisory  Bocyd. — There  shall  be  an  advisory  board  composed  of 
the  brigade  commander,  the  commanding  officer  of  each  regiment  of  infantry, 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  Naval  Militia,  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
Coast  Artillery  Corps,  the  Chief  Surgeon,  and  the  senior  officer  of  Engineers, 
and  senior  officer  of  Cavalry,  which  shall  meet  once  each  year  in  Raleigh  at 
such  time  as  ordered  by  the  Governor,  and  at  such  other  times  and  places  as 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Governor.  This  board  shall  make  such  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Governor  as  it  may  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the  militia. 
The  Adjutant  General,  the  property  and  disbursing  officer,  and  the  inspector 
general  shall  furnish  such  information  as  may  be  requested  by  the  board. 
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Sec.  28.  Elimination  and  Disposition  of  Officers. — At  any  time  the  moral 
character,  capacity,  and  general  fitness  for  the  service  of  any  National  Guard 
officer  may  be  determined  by  an  efficiency  board  of  three  commissioned  officers 
senior  in  rank  to  the  officer  whose  fitness  for  service  shall  be  under  investi- 
gation, and  if  the  findings  of  such  board  be  unfavorable  to  such  officer  and 
be  approved  by  the  official  authorized  to  appoint  such  officer,  he  shall  be 
discharged.  Commissions  of  officers  of  the  National  Guard  may  be  vacated 
upon  resignation,  absence  without  leave  for  three  months,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  an  efficiency  board,  or  pursuant  to  sentence  of  a  court-martial. 
Officers  of  said  guard  rendered  surplus  by  the  disbandment  of  their  organiza- 
tion shall  be  placed  in  the  National  Guard  Reserve.  Officers  may,  upon 
their  own  application,  be  placed  in  the  said  Reserve. 

Sec.  29.  Retirement  of  Officers. — ^When  an  officer  reaches  the  age  of  sixty- 
four  years  he  shall  be  retired. 

Sec.  30.  Enlistments  in  the  National  Guard. — Hereafter  the  period  of 
enlistment  in  the  National  Guard  shall  be  for  six  years,  the  first  three  years 
of  which  shall  be  in  an  active  organization  and  the  remaining  three  years 
in  the  National  Guard  Reserve,  and  the  qualifications  for  enlistment  shall  be 
the  same  as  those  prescribed  for  admission  to  the  Regular  Army:  Provided, 
that  in  the  National  Guard  the  privilege  of  continuing  in  active  service  during 
the  whole  of  an  enlistment  period  and  of  reenlisting  in  said  service  shall  not 
be  denied  by  reason  of  anything  contained  in  this  act. 

Sec.  31.  Enlistm,ent  Contract. — Enlisted  men  shall  not  be  recognized  as 
members  of  the  National  Guard  until  they  shall  have  signed  an  enlistment 
contract  and  taken  and  subscribed  to  the  following  oath  of  enlistment:   "I 

do  hereby  acknowledge  to  have  voluntarily  enlisted,  this day  of 

19. . .,  as  a  soldier  in  the  National  Guard  of  the  United  States 

and  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  for  the  period  of  three  years  in  service 
and  three  years  in  the  reserve,  under  the  conditions  prescribed  by  law,  unless 
sooner  discharged  by  proper  authority.  And  I  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will 
bear  true  faith  and  allegiance  to  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  and  that  I  will  serve  them  honestly  and  faithfully 
against  all  their  enemies  whomsoever,  and  that  I  will  obey  the  orders  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  and  of  the  officers  appointed  over  me  according  to  law  and  the 
rules  and  articles  of  war." 

Sec.  32.  Discharge  of  Enlisted  Men  from  the  National  Guard. — An  enlisted 
man  discharged  from  service  in  the  National  Guard  shall  receive  a  discharge 
in  writing  in  such  form  and  with  such  classification  as  is  or  shall  be  pre- 
scribed for  the  Regular  Army,  and  in  time  of  peace  discharges  may  be  given 
prior  to  the  expiration  of  terms  of  enlistment  under  such  regulations  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  proper  authority. 

Sec.  33.  Discipline  of  the  National  Guard. — The  discipline  of  the  National 
Guard  shall  conform  to  the  system  which  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  pre- 
scribed for  the  Regular  Army,  and  the  training  shall  be  carried  out  so  as  to 
conform  to  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  Congress  approved  June  third,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  subsequent  Federal  enactments. 

Sec.  34.  Articles  of  War,  Applicahle  in  Time  of  Peace. — The  National 
Guard  and  Naval  Militia,  when  not  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall. 
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except  as  to  punishments,  be  governed  respectively  by  the  United  States 
Army  regulations  and  articles  of  war,  and  the  Navy  regulations  and  articles 
for  the  government  of  the  Navy. 

Sec.  35.  Regulations  Governing  the  Unorganized  Militia. — Whenever  any 
part  of  the  unorganized  militia  is  ordered  out,  it  shall  be  governed  by  the 
same  rules  and  regulations  and  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  as  the 
National  Guard  or  Naval  Militia. 

Sec.  36.  Commander-in-Chief  to  Prescribe  Regulations  of  Militia. — The 
commander-in-chief  shall  have  the  power  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  from  time 
to  time  to  issue  such  orders  and  to  prescribe  such  regulations  relating  to 
the  organization  of  the  National  Guard  and  Naval  Militia  as  will  cause  the 
same  at  all  times  to  conform  to  the  Federal  requirements  of  the  United  States 
Government  relating  thereto. 

Sec.  37.  Armament,  Equipment,  and  Uniform  of  the  National  Guard. — The 
National  Guard  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  uniformed,  armed,  and  equip- 
ped with  the  same  type  of  uniforms,  arms,  and  equipment  as  is  or  shall  be 
provided  for  the  Regular  Army. 

Sec.  38.  Care  and  Return  of  Military  Property.— A\\  public  military  prop- 
erty, except  when  used  in  the  performance  of  military  duty,  shall  be  kept 
in  armories,  or  other  properly  designated  places  of  deposit;  and  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  charged  with  the  care  and  safety  of  said  public  prop- 
erty to  allow  the  same  out  of  his  custody,  except  as  above  specified. 

Sec.  39.  Pi-operty,  Where  Kept. — All  the  public  arms  of  every  description 
which  may  not  be  distributed  among  the  militia  according  to  law  shall  be 
deposited  and  kept  in  the  public  arsenal  established  at  Raleigh. 

Sec.  40.  Property,  How  Kept. — Every  noncommissioned  officer  and  private 
belonging  to  any  company  equipped  with  public  arms  shall  keep  and  preserve 
his  arms  and  accouterments  in  good  order  and  in  a  soldierly  manner;  and 
for  every  neglect  to  do  so  may  be  punished  as  a  court-martial  may  direct. 

Sec.  41.  Horses,  Motor  Trueks,  etc. — Horses,  motor  trucks,  and  other 
vehicles  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  War  to  the  National  Guard  shall  be  used 
solely  for  military  purposes. 

Sec.  42.  Transfer  of  Funds  and  Projyerty.—AU  officers  accountable  or 
responsible  for  public  funds,  property,  or  books,  before  being  relieved  from 
the  duty  shall  turn  over  the  same  according  to  the  regulations  prescribed  by 
the  Governor. 

Sec.  43.  Disposition  and  Replacement  of  Lost  or  Damaged  Property. — That 
whenever  any  military  property  issued  to  the  militia  of  the  State  shall  have 
been  lost,  damaged,  or  destroyed,  and  upon  report  of  a  disinterested  survey 
officer  of  the  Regular  Army,  Navy,  or  the  militia  it  shall  appear  that  the 
loss,  damage,  or  destruction  of  property  was  due  to  carelessness  or  neglect,  or 
that  its  loss,  damage,  or  destruction  could  have  been  avoided  by  the  exercise 
of  reasonable  care,  the  money  value  of  such  property  shall  be  charged  to  the 
accountable  and  responsible  officer  or  enlisted  man,  and  the  pay  of  such 
officers  and  enlisted  men  from  both  Federal  and  State  funds  at  any  time 
accruing  may  be  stopped  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  any  such  indebtedness 
until  the  same  is  discharged.  That  in  addition  thereto  any  officer  accountable 
or  responsible  for  military  property  shall  be  liable  on  his  bond  to  the  State, 
and  the  property  and  disbursing  officer  or  accounting  officer  for  any  lost, 
damaged,  or  destroyed  property  for  which  he  is  accountable  or  responsible. 
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Sec.  44.  Active  First  Ordered. — In  all  cases  the  National  Guard  and  Naval 
Militia  hereinafter  provided  for  shall  be  first  ordered  into  service. 

Sec.  45.  Ordered  Out  to  Sti2)2)ress  Riots,  etc. — Whenever  any  portion  of  the 
militia  shall  be  called  into  service  to  execute  the  law,  suppress  riot  or 
insurrection,  or  to  repel  invasion,  the  articles  of  w^ar,  and  articles  for  the 
government  of  the  Navy,  governing  the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  regulations  prescribed  for  the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  regulations  issued  thereunder,  shall  be  enforced  and  regarded  as  a 
part  of  this  act  until  said  forces  shall  be  duly  relieved  from  such  duty.  As  to 
offenses  committed  vi'hen  such  articles  of  war  and  articles  for  the  government 
of  the  Navy  are  so  in  force,  courts-martial  shall  possess,  in  addition  to  the 
jurisdiction  and  power  of  sentence  and  punishment  herein  vested  in  them, 
all  additional  jurisdiction  and  power  of  sentence  and  punishment  exercisable 
by  like  courts  under  such  articles  of  war  and  articles  for  the  government  of 
the  Navy  or  regulations  or  laws  governing  the  United  States  Army  and  Navy 
or  the  customs  and  usages  thereof;  but  no  punishment  under  such  rules  and 
articles  which  will  extend  to  the  taking  of  life  shall  in  any  case  be  inflicted 
except  in  time  of  war,  invasion,  or  insurrection,  declared  by  a  proclamation 
of  the  Governor  to  exist,  and  then  only  after  approval  by  the  Governor  of  the 
sentence  inflicting  such  punishment.  Imprisonment  other  than  in  the  guard- 
house shall  be  executed  in  county  jails  or  other  prisons  designated  by  the 
Governor  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  46.  Unorganized  Militia,  When  Ordered  Out. — The  commander-in-chief 
may  at  any  time,  in  order  to  execute  the  law,  suppress  riots  or  insurrections, 
or  repel  invasion,  in  addition  to  the  National  Guard,  the  National  Guard 
Reserve,  and  the  Naval  Militia,  order  out  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  un- 
organized militia.  When  the  militia  of  this  State  or  a  part  thereof  is  called 
forth  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  the  Governor 
shall  flrst  order  out  for  service  the  National  Guard  or  Naval  Militia,  or  such 
part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  and  if  the  number  available  be  insufficient, 
he  shall  then  order  out  such  a  part  of  the  unorganized  militia  as  he  may 
deem  necessary.  During  the  absence  of  organizations  of  the  National  Guard 
or  Naval  Militia  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  their  State  designations 
shall  not  be  given  to  new  organizations. 

Sec.  47.  How  Ordered  Out. — The  Governor  shall,  when  ordering  put  the 
unorganized  militia,  designate  the  number.  He  may  order  them  out  either 
by  calling  for  volunteers  or  by  draft.  He  may  attach  them  to  the  several 
organizations  of  the  National  Guard  or  Naval  Militia,  or  organize  them  into 
separate  brigades,  regiments,  battalions,  companies,  separate  corps,  batteries, 
troops,  or  divisions,  as  may  be  best  for  the  service. 

Sec.  48.  Hoio  Drafted. — If  the  unorganized  militia  is  ordered  out  by  draft, 
the  Governor  shall  designate  the  persons  in  each  county  to  make  the  draft, 
and  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  for  conducting  the  same. 

Sec.  49.     Ordered  Out,  Failure  to  Appear. — Every  member  of  the  militia 
ordered  out  for  duty,  or  who  shall  volunteer  or  be  drafted,  who  does  not 
"appear  at  the  time  and  place  ordered,  shall  be  liable  to  such  punishment  as 
a  court-martial  may  determine. 

Sec.  50.  When  Paid.— The  militia  of  the  State,  both  officers  and  enlisted 
men,  when  called  into  the  service  of  the  State  shall  be  rationed  and  receive  the 
same  pay  as  when   called   into  the  service  of  the  United  States:    Provided, 
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however,  that  when  called  in  aid  of  the  civil  authorities,  enlisted  men  shall 
receive  in  addition  to  said  pay  the  sum  of  sixty  (60)  cents  per  day. 

Sec.  51.  How  Paid. — The  Governor  may,  whenever  the  public  service  re- 
quires it,  order  upon  special  or  regular  duty  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the 
National  Guard  or  Naval  Militia,  and  the  expenses  and  compensation  therefor 
of  such  officer  and  enlisted  man  shall  be  paid  upon  the  approval  of  the 
Governor  and  warrant  of  the  Auditor.  Such  officer  and  enlisted  man  shall 
receive  the  same  pay  as  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  same  grade  and  like 
service  of  the  Regular  Army  or  Navy:  Provided,  that  officers  when  on  duty 
in  connection  with  examining  boards,  efficiency  boards,  advisory  boards, 
general  or  special  courts-martial  and  courts  of  inquiry,  shall  be  allowed  actual 
expenses  and  four  dollars  per  diem  for  such  duty:  Provided  further,  that  no 
staff  officer  who  receives  a  salary  from  the  State  as  such  shall  be  entitled  to 
any  additional  compensation  other  than  actual  and  necessary  expenses  in- 
curred while  traveling  upon  orders  issued  by  the  proper  authority. 

Sec.  52.  By  Whom  Paid. — When  the  militia  or  any  portion  thereof  shall 
be  called  into  service  to  execute  the  law,  suppress  riots  or  insurrections,  and 
to  repel  invasions,  the  pay,  subsistence,  transportation,  and  other  necessary 
expenses  incident  thereto  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer,  upon  the 
approval  of  the  Governor  and  warrant  of  the  Auditor. 

Sec.  53.  General  and  Field  Officers. — General  and  field  officers  when  away 
from  their  home  stations  visiting  the  organizations  of  their  commands,  for 
inspection  and  instruction  under  orders  from  proper  authority  shall  receive 
actual  necessary  expenses  and  the  pay  of  their  rank. 

Sec.  54.  Pay  and  Care  of  Soldiers  When  Injured  in  Service. — A  member  of 
the  National  Guard  and  Naval  Militia  who  shall  when  on  duty  or  assembled 
therefor  in  case  of  riot,  tumult,  breach  of  peace,  insurrection,  or  invasion,  or 
to  repel  invasion  or  in  aid  of  the  civil  authorities,  receive  any  injury,  or  incur 
or  contract  any  disability  or  disease,  by  reason  of  such  duty  or  assembly 
therefor,  or  who  shall  without  fault  or  neglect  on  his  part  be  wounded  or 
disabled  while  in  line  of  duty,  which  shall  temporarily  incapacitate  him  from 
pursuing  his  usual  business  or  occupation,  shall  during  the  period  of  such 
incapacity  receive  the  actual  necessary  expenses  for  care  and  medicine  and 
medical  attendance,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury  from  funds  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  upon  order  of  the  Governor  and  warrant  of  the 
Auditor. 

Sec.  55.  Systems  of  Coiirts-martial  for  National  Guard. — Courts-martial  for 
organizations  of  the  National  Guard  not  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  of  three  kinds,  namely,  general  courts-martial,  special  courts-martial, 
and  summary  courts-martial.  They  shall  be  constituted  like  and  have  cog- 
nizance of  the  same  subjects,  and  possess  like  powers,  except  as  to  punish- 
ments, as  similar  courts  provided  for  by  the  law  and  regulations  governing 
the  Army  of  the  United  States,  and  the  proceedings  of  courts-martial  of  the 
National  Guard  shall  follow  the  forms  and  modes  of  procedui'e  prescribed  for 
said  similar  courts. 

Sec.  56  General  Coii7-ts-viartial. — General  courts-martial  of  the  National 
Guard  not  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  may  be  convened  by  orders  of 
the  President,  or  of  the  Governor  of  the  State,  and  such  courts  shall  have 
the  power  to  impose  fines  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars;  sentence  to  for- 
feiture of  pay  and  allowances;  to  a  reprimand;   to  dismissal  or  dishonorable 
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discharge  from  the  service;  to  reduction  of  noncommissioned  officers  to  the 
ranks;  or  any  two  or  more  of  such  punishments  may  be  combined  in  the 
sentences  imposed  by  such  courts. 

Sec.  57.  Special  Courts-martial — In  the  National  Guard,  not  in  the  service 
of  the  United  States,  the  commanding  officer  of  each  garrison,  fort,  post, 
camp,  or  other  place,  brigade,  regiment,  detached  battalion,  or  other  detached 
command,  may  appoint  special  courts-martial  for  his  command;  but  such 
special  courts-martial  may  in  any  case  be  appointed  by  superior  authority 
when  by  the  latter  deemed  desirable.  Special  courts-martial  shall  have  power 
to  try  any  person  subject  to  military  law,  except  a  commissioned  officer,  for 
any  crime  or  offense  made  punishable  by  the  military  laws  of  the  United 
States;  and  such  special  courts-martial  shall  have  the  same  powers  of  punish- 
ment as  the  general  courts-martial,  except  that  fines  imposed  by  such  courts 
shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  58.  Summary  Courts-martial. — In  the  National  Guard,  not  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  the  commanding  officer  of  each  garrison,  fort, 
post,  or  other  place,  regiment,  or  corps,  detached  battalion,  company,  or 
other  detachment  of  the  National  Guard,  may  appoint  for  such  place  or  com- 
mand a  summary  court  to  consist  of  one  officer,  who  shall  have  power  to 
administer  oaths  and  try  the  enlisted  men  of  such  place  or  command  for 
breaches  of  discipline  and  violations  of  laws  governing  such  organizations; 
and  said  court,  when  satisfied  of  the  guilt  of  such  soldier,  may  impose  fines 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  any  single  offense;  may  sentence  non- 
commissioned officers  to  reduction  to  the  ranks;  man  sentence  to  forfeiture 
of  pay  and  allowances.  The  proceedings  of  such  court  shall  be  informal, 
and  the  minutes  thereof  shall  be  the  same  as  prescribed  for  summary  courts 
of  the  Army  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  59.  Powers  of  Courts-Martial. — All  courts-martial  of  the  National 
Guard,  not  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  including  summary  courts, 
shall  have  power  to  sentence  to  confinement  in  lieu  of  fines  authorized  to  be 
imposed,  and  shall  have  power  to  direct  that  upon  the  nonpayment  of  a  fine 
the  person  convicted  shall  be  confined  in  anj^  county  jail :  Provided,  that  such 
sentences  of  confinement  shall  not  exceed  one  day  for  each  dollar  of  fine 
authorized. 

Sec.  60.  Procedure  of  Courts-martial  and  Civil  Officers. — In  the  National 
Guard,  not  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  presidents  of  courts-martial 
and  summary  court  officers  shall  have  power  to  issue  warrants  to  arrest 
accused  persons  and  to  bring  them  before  the  court  for  trial  whenever  such 
persons  shall  have  disobeyed  an  order  in  writing  from  the  convening 
authority  to  appear  before  such  court,  a  copy  of  the  charge  or  charges  having 
been  delivered  to  the  accused  with  such  order,  and  to  issue  commitments  in 
carrying  out  sentences  of  confinement,  and  to  issue  subpcenas  and  subpoenas 
duces  tecum,  and  to  enforce  by  attachment  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the 
production  of  books  and  papers,  and  to  sentence  for  a  refusal  to  be  sworn 
or  to  answer  as  provided  in  actions  before  civil  courts.  He  shall  also  have 
power  to  punish  for  contempt  occurring  in  the  presence  of  the  court. 

Sec.  61.  Sentences,  Where  Executed. — All  sentences  to  confinement  im- 
posed by  any  military  court  of  this  State  shall  be  executed  in  such  prisons 
as  the  court  may  designate.

Skc.  62.  How  Executed. — All  processes  and  sentences  of  any  of  the  military 
courts  of  this  State  shall  be  executed  by  any  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  constable, 
or  police  officer  into  whose  hands  the  same  may  be  placed  for  service  or 
execution,  and  such  officer  shall  make  return  thereof  to  the  officer  issuing  or 
imposing  the  same.  Such  service  or  execution  of  process  or  sentence  shall  be 
made  by  such  officer  without  tender  or  advancement  of  fee  therefor:  Provided. 
that  all  costs  in  such  cases  shall  be  paid  from  funds  appropriated  for  military 
purposes:  Provided  further,  that  the  actual  necessary  expenses  of  conveying 
a  prisoner  from  one  county  In  the  State  to  another,  when  the  same  is  author- 
ized and  directed  by  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State,  shall  be  paid  from 
the  military  fund  of  the  State  upon  a  warrant  approved  by  the  Adjutant 
General. 

Sec.  63.  Commitments. — That  when  any  sentence  to  fine  or  imprisonment 
shall  be  imposed  by  any  military  court  of  this  State,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  president  of  said  court,  or  summary  court  officer,  upon  the  approval  of 
the  findings  and  sentence  of  such  court  to  make  out  and  sign  a  certificate 
entitling  the  case,  giving  the  name  of  the  accused,  the  date  and  place 
of  trial,  the  date  of  approval  of  sentence,  the  amount  of  fine,  or  man- 
ner, place,  and  duration  of  confinement,  and  deliver  such  certificate  to 
the  sheriff  or  deputy  sheriff,  constable,  or  police  officer  of  the  county  wherein 
the  sentence  is  to  be  executed;  and  it  shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  such 
officer  to  carry  said  sentence  into  execution  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law 
for  the  collection  of  fines  or  commitment  to  service  of  terms  of  imprison- 
ment in  criminal  cases  determined  in  the  courts  of  this  State. 

Sec.  64.  Manual  of  Courts-martial  Governs  Trial. — Trials  and  proceedings 
by  all  courts  and  boards  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  plan  and  procedure 
laid  down  in  the  Manual  of  Courts-martial,  Courts  of  Inquiry,  and  Retiring 
Boards,  and  other  procedures  under  military  law,  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Sec.  65.  Dismissal,  When  and  Hoio. — No  sentence  of  dismissal  from  the 
service  or  dishonorable  discharge,  imposed  by  a  National  Guard  court-martial 
not  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  executed  until  approved  by 
the  Governor.  Any  officer  convicted  by  a  general  court-martial  and  dis- 
missed from  the  service  shall  be  forever  disqualified  from  holding  a  commis- 
sion in  the  militia. 

NAVAL    MILITIA 

Sec.  66.  Organization  and  Equipment. — The  organization  of  the  Naval 
Militia  shall  be  units  of  convenient  size,  in  each  of  which  the  number  and 
rank  of  officers  and  the  distribution  of  the  total  enlisted  strength  among  the 
several  ratings  of  petty  officers  and  other  enlisted  men  shall  be  such  as  are 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  who  may  also  prescribe  the  number 
of  officers  and  the  number  of  petty  officers  and  other  enlisted  men  required  for 
the  organization  of  such  units  into  larger  bodies  for  administrative  and 
other  purposes,  and  the  arms  and  equipment  of  the  Naval  Militia  shall  be 
those  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy. 

Sec.  67.  Offleers  of  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  May  Be  Appointed  Officers  of 
Naval  Militia.—Omcers  of  the  United  States  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  be  elected  or  appointed  and 
commissioned  as  officers  of  the  Naval  Militia. 
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Sec.  68.  Assignment  of  Officers  to  Particular  Duties. — Line  officers  of  the 
Naval  Militia  may  be  for  line  duties  only,  for  engineering  duties  only,  or 
for  aeronautic  duties  only. 

Sec.  69.  DiscijMne. — The  Naval  Militia  shall  be  subject  to  the  system  of 
discipline  prescribed  for  the  United  States  Navy  and  Marine  Corps,  and  the 
commanding  officer  of  a  Naval  Militia  battalion  or  brigade,  or  a  Naval  Militia 
officer  in  command  of  Naval  Militia  forces  on  shore  or  on  any  vessel  of  the 
Navy  loaned  to  the  State,  or  on  any  vessel  on  whch  such  forces  are  training, 
whether  vi'ithin  or  w^ithout  the  State,  or  wherever,  either  within  or  without 
the  State,  Naval  Militia  forces  of  the  State  shall  be  assembled  pursuant  to 
orders,  shall  have  power  without  trial  by  courts-martial  to  impose  upon 
members  of  the  Naval  Militia  the  punishments  which  the  commanding  officer 
of  a  vessel  of  the  Navy  is  authorized  by  law  to  impose. 

Sec.  70.  Disbursing  and  Accounting  Officer. — The  Governor  shall  appoint 
a  disbursing  officer,  approved  by  and  of  such  rank  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  to  perform  such  duties  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
may  prescribe.  The  Governor  shall  also  appoint  the  above  described  disburs- 
ing officer,  or  such  other  officer  of  the  pay  corps  of  the  Naval  Militia  as  he 
may  elect,  as  accounting  officer  for  each  battalion  thereof,  or  at  his  option  for 
each  larger  unit  or  combination  of  units  of  the  same,  who  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  proper  accounting  for  all  public  property  issued  to  and  for  the  use  of 
such  battalion  or  larger  unit  or  combination  of  units. 

Sec.  71.  Bendition  of  Accounts. — Accounting  officers  shall  render  accounts 
as  prescribed  by  the  Governor  or  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  shall  be 
required  to  give  good  and  sufficient  bond  to  the  State  and  to  the  United  States, 
in  such  sums  as  the  Governor  or  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  direct,  and 
conditioned  upon  the  faithful  accounting  for  all  public  property  and  for  the 
safe  keeping  of  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  in  the  personal  custody  of  such 
officer.  Accounting  officers  may  issue  any  or  all  such  property  to  other  officers 
or  enlisted  men  of  the  Naval  Militia  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
may  be  prescribed. 

Sec.  72.  Courts-martial. — Courts-martial  in  the  Naval  Militia  shall  consist 
of  general  courts-martial,  summary  courts-martial,  and  deck  courts. 

Sec.  73.  General  Courts-Martial — General  courts-martial  shall  consist  of 
not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  thirteen  officers,  and  may  be  convened 
by  order  of  the  Governor. 

Sec.  74.  Summary  Courts-martial. — Summary  courts-martial  may  be 
ordered  by  the  Governor,  or  by  the  commanding  officers  of  a  Naval  Militia 
battalion  or  brigade. 

Sec.  75.  DecTc  Courts. — Deck  courts  may  be  ordered  by  the  commanding 
officer  of  a  Naval  Militia  battalion  or  brigade,  or  by  a  Naval  Militia  officer 
in  command  of  Naval  Militia  forces  on  shore  or  on  any  vessel  loaned  to  the 
State  or  on  any  vessel  on  which  said  forces  may  be  serving. 

Sec.  76.  Jurisdiction  and  Procedure  of  Courts-martial  and  Deck  Courts. — 
The  above  courts-martial  and  deck  courts  herein  provided  for  shall  be  con- 
stituted and  have  cognizance  of  the  same  subjects,  and  possess  like  powers, 
except  as  to  punishments,  as  similar  courts-martial  provided  for  in  the  Navy 
of  the  United  States;  and  the  proceedings  of  courts-martial  of  the  Naval 
Militia  shall  follow  the  forms  and  modes  of  procedure  prescribed  for  such 
courts  in  the  Navy  of  the  United  States. 
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Sec.  77.  Place  of  Holding  Courts. — Every  precept  or  order  for  the  conven- 
ing of  any  such  court  may  authorize  said  court  to  sit  at  any  place  or  places 
within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  State  as  the  convening  authority  may 
designate,  and  may  further  provide  that  any  such  court  may  be  convened  and 
sit  on  board  any  such  naval  or  other  vessel,  wherever  the  same  from  time 
to  time  happens  to  be,  or  at  such  place  or  places  ashore,  outside  the  terri- 
torial limits  referred  to  above,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  convening 
authority  may  be  convenient  or  desirable  for  the  purposes  of  such  courts- 
martial. 

Sec.  78.  Powers  of  Punishment  of  General  Courts-martial. — General  courts- 
martial  shall  have  power  to  impose  fines  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars, 
to  sentence  to  forfeiture  of  pay  and  allowances,  to  a  reprimand,  to  dismissal 
or  dishonorable  discharge  from  the  service,  to  reduction  in  rank  or  rating; 
or  any  two  or  more  of  such  punishments  may  be  combined  in  the  sentences 
imposed  by  such  courts. 

Sec.  79.  Powers  of  Summary  Court s^martial. — Summary  courts-martial 
shall  have  the  same  powers  of  punishment  as  general  courts-martial,  except 
that  fines  imposed  by  summary  courts-martial  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Sec.  80.  Powers  of  Deck  Courts. — Deck  courts  may  impose  fines  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  dollars  for  any  single  offense;  may  sentence  enlisted  men  to 
reduction  in  rank  or  rating,  to  forfeiture  of  pay  and  allowances,  to  a  repri- 
mand, to  discharge  with  other  than  dishonorable  discharge,  or  a  fine  in  addi- 
tion to  any  one  of  the  other  sentences  specified. 

Sec.  81.  Sentence  to  Confinement  in  Lieu  of  Fines. — All  courts-martial  of 
the  Xaval  Militia,  including  deck  courts,  shall  have  the  power  to  sentence  to 
confinement  in  lieu  of  fines  authorized  to  be  imposed,  and  shall  have  the 
power  to  direct  that  upon  nonpayment  of  a  fine  the  person  convicted  shall  be 
confined  in  any  county  jail:  Provided,  that  such  sentences  to  confinement  shall 
not  exceed  one  day  for  each  dollar  of  fine  authorized:  Provided  further,  that 
when  Xaval  Militia  forces  are  embarked  on  any  vessel,  the  confinement  in 
whole  or  in  part  may  be  had  in  prisons  provided  on  said  ship. 

Sec.  82.  Dismissal  or  Dishonorable  Discharge. — No  sentence  of  dismissal 
or  dishonorable  discharge  from  the  Naval  Militia  shall,  except  when  the 
Naval  Militia  shall  have  been  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  be 
executed  without  the  approval  of  the  Governor. 

Sec.  83.  Process  of  Courts-martial. — Presidents  of  general  courts-martial, 
senior  members  of  summary  courts-martial,  and  deck  court  officers  of  the 
Naval  Militia  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  wan-ants  to  arrest  accused 
persons,  and  to  bring  them  before  the  court  for  trial  whenever  such  persons 
have  disobeyed  an  order  in  writing  from  the  convening  authority  to  appear 
before  such  court,  a  copy  of  the  charge  or  charges  having  been  delivered  to 
the  accused  with  such  order,  and  to  issue  commitments  in  carrying  out 
sentences  of  confinement  and  to  issue  subpoenas  and  subpoenas  duces  tecum, 
and  to  enforce  by  attachment  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production 
of  books  and  papers,  and  to  sentence  for  a  refusal  to  be  sworn  or  to  answer, 
all  as  authorized  for  similar  proceedings  for  courts-martial  in  the  Navy  of  the 
United  States.  He  shall  also  have  power  to  punish  for  contempt  occurring 
in  the  presence  of  the  court.  All  processes,  warrants,  and  sentences  of  such 
courts  shall  be  executed  by  any  sheriff  or  deputy  sheriff  or  any  constable 
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or  police  officer  of  any  township,  county,  city  or  town,  who  shall  be  authorized 
by  law  to  execute  or  serve  any  civil  or  criminal  process. 

Sec.  84.  Collection  of  Fines. — The  amount  of  any  fine  imposed  under  sen- 
tence of  the  courts  heretofore  named  on  any  member  of  the  Naval  Militia 
may  be  collected  from  him,  or  may  be  deducted  from  any  amount  due  said 
member  as  accrued  pay. 

Sec.  85.  Courts  of  Inquiry. — Courts  of  inquiry  in  the  Naval  Militia  shall 
be  instituted,  constituted,  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner  and  shall  have 
like  powers  and  duties  as  similar  courts  in  the  Navy  of  the  United  States, 
except  that  they  shall  be  ordered  by  the  Governor. 

Sec.  86.  2Vo  Dishanclment  Without  Consent  of  the  President. — No  part  of 
the  Naval  Militia  which  is  entitled  to  compensation  under  the  provisions  of 
an  Act  of  Congress  approved  August  twenty -ninth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  sixteen,  shall  be  disbanded  without  the  consent  of  the  President. 

Sec.  87.  Ancient  Privileges  Retained,  When. — Any  corps  of  artillery, 
cavalry,  or  infantry  existing  in  the  State  on  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  Congress 
of  May  eighth,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-two,  which  by  the 
laws,  customs,  or  usages  of  the  State  has  been  in  continuous  existence  since 
the  passage  of  said  act,  under  its  provisions  and  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion two  hundred  and  thirty-two  and  sections  one  thousand  six  hundred  and 
twenty-five  to  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty,  both  inclusive,  of  title 
sixteen  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
three  and  the  Act  of  Congress  of  January  twenty-first,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  three,  relating  to  the  militia,  shall  be  allowed  to  retain  its 
ancient  privileges,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  all  duties  required  by  law  of  the 
militia:  Provided,  that  said  organizations  may  be  a  part  of  the  National 
Guard,  and  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  this  act,  and  shall  conform  in  all 
respects  to  the  organization,  discipline,  and  training  of  the  National  Guard 
in  time  of  war:  Provided  further,  that  for  purposes  of  training  and  when  on 
active  duty  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  they  may  be  assigned  to 
higher  units,  as  the  President  may  direct,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  orders 
of  officers  under  whom  they  shall  be  serving. 

Sec.  88.  Leaves  of  Absence  for  Certain  State  Officers  and  Employees. — All 
officers  and  employees  of  the  State  who  shall  be  members  of  the  National 
Guard  or  Naval  Militia  shall  be  entitled  to  leaves  of  absence  from  their 
respective  duties,  without  loss  of  pay,  time,  or  efficiency  rating,  on  all  days 
during  which  they  shall  be  engaged  in  field  or  coast-defense  training  ordered 
or  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  89.  Exempted  from  Road  and  Jury  Duty. — That  all  members  of  the 
National  Guard  and  Naval  Militia  who  comply  with  and  perform  all  duties 
required  of  them  as  members  of  said  National  Guard  and  Naval  Militia  be 
and  they  are  hereby  exempted  from  duty  upon  the  public  roads  of  the 
counties  in  which  they  reside,  and  shall  also  be  exempt  from  service  as 
jurors.  That  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  July  of  each  year,  beginning 
with  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen,  the 
commanding  officer  of  each  company,  troop,  battery,  detachment,  or  division 
of  the  National  Guard  and  Naval  Militia  of  North  Carolina,  residing  in  the 
above  mentioned  counties,  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
the  county  in  which  said  company,  troop,  battery,  detachment,  or  division  is 
located  a  statement  giving  the  name  and  rank  of  each  member  of  his  organ- 
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ization  who  has  performed  all  military  duties  during  the  preceding  six 
months;  and  any  member  of  such  military  organization  whose  name  does 
not  appear  upon  said  statement  shall  not  receive  the  benefit  of  the  exemption 
provided  for  herein  during  the  six  months  immediately  following  the  filing  of 
said  statement. 

Sec.  90.  Contributing  Members. — Each  organization  of  the  National  Guard 
and  Naval  IMilitia  may,  besides  its  regular  and  active  members,  enroll  twenty- 
five  contributing  members  on  payment  in  advance  by  each  person  desiring  to 
become  such  contributing  member  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  per  annum, 
which  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  company  treasui'y.  Each  contributing 
member  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  commanding  officer  thereof  a 
certificate  of  membership,  which  certificate  shall  exempt  the  holder  from 
jury  duty. 

Sec.  91.     Counti/  Commissioners. — The  county  commissioners   may   appro- ^ 
priate  such  sums  of  money  to  the  various  organizations  of  the  National  Guard 
or  Naval  Militia  in  their  counties  and  at  such  times  as  the  board  may  deem 
proper. 

Sec.  92.  Organizations  May  Oion  Property. — ^Organizations  of  the  National 
Guard  and  Naval  Militia  shall  have  the  right  to  own  and  keep  real  and 
personal  property,  which  shall  belong  to  and  be  under  the  control  of  the 
members  of  the  organization;  and  the  commanding  officer  of  any  organiza- 
tion may  recover  for  its  use  any  debts  or  effects  belonging  to  it,  or  dainages 
for  injury  to  such  property,  action  for  such  recovery  to  be  brought  in  the 
name  of  the  commanding  officer  thereof  before  any  court  of  justice  within  the 
State  having  jurisdiction;  and  no  suit  or  complaint  pending  in  his  name  shall 
be  abated  by  his  ceasing  to  be  commanding  officer  of  the  organization;  but 
upon  motion  of  the  commander  succeeding  him  such  commander  shall  be 
admitted  to  prosecute  the  suit  or  complaint  in  like  manner  and  with  like 
effect  as  if  it  had  been  originally  commenced  by  him. 

Sec.  93.  Support  of  Families  of  Soldiers. — When  any  citizen  of  the  State 
is  absent  on  duty  as  a  member  of  the  National  Guard  or  Naval  Militia,  and 
his  family  are  unable  to  support  themselves  during  his  absence,  the  board 
of  commissioners  of  his  county,  on  application,  shall  make  towards  their 
maintenance  such  allowance  as  may  be  deemed  reasonable. 

Sec.  94.  Trespasse7-s  and  Disturbers  Arrested. — The  commanding  officer 
upon  any  occasion  of  duty  may  place  in  arrest  during  the  continuance  thereof 
any  person  who  shall  trespass  upon  the  camp  ground,  parade  ground,  armory 
or  other  place  devoted  to  such  duty,  or  who  shall  in  any  way  or  manner 
interrupt  or  molest  the^  orderly  discharge  of  duty  by  those  under  arms,  or 
shall  disturb  or  prevent  the  passage  of  troops  going  to  or  returning  from  any 
duty.  He  may  prohibit  and  prevent  the  sale  or  use  of  all  spirituous  liquors, 
wine,  ale,  beer,  or  cider,  the  holding  of  huckster  or  auction  sales,  and  all 
gambling  within  the  limits  of  the  post,  camp  ground,  place  of  encampment, 
parade,  or  drill  under  his  command,  or  within  such  limits  not  exceeding  one 
mile  therefrom  as  he  may  prescribe.  And  he  may  in  his  discretion  abate  as 
common  nuisance  all  such  sales. 

Sec.  95.  Freight  on  Public  Arms  Paid  Out  of  General  Fund. — The  Auditor 
of  the  State  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  his  warrant  upon  the 
State  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  such  sums  as  may  be  certified  by  the

Adjutant  General  and  the  Governor  to  be  actually  necessary  to  pay  freight 
upon  ammunition,  uniforms,  and  equipment  shipped  out  from  and  returned  to 
the  State  arsenal. 

Sec.  96.  Arsenal.— The  Board  of  Public  Buildings  and  Grounds  shall 
provide  a  suitable  building  for  an  arsenal.  The  Governor  may  make  such 
provisions  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  care  and  issue  of  property  and 
for  guarding  and  protecting  the  arsenal,  and  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the 
expenses  under  this  section.  He  may,  upon  certificate  of  the  Adjutant  General 
and  warrant  of  the  Auditor,  from  time  to  time  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  for 
such  sums  as  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  97.  Maintenance  of  the  Militia. — The  commanding  officer  of  each 
brigade,  regiment,  the  Coast  Artillery  Corps,  and  the  Naval  Militia,  shall 
maintain  a  headquarters  office,  for  which  actual  expense  therefor  shall  be 
allowed,  to  include  office  rent,  light,  heat,  stamps,  stationery,  printing,  and 
other  necessary  expenses,  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars 
per  annum.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  each  major  of  the  line  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars  per  annum  with  which  to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  their 
respective  offices.  The  chief  surgeon  and  the  commanding  officer  of  each 
company  of  infantry,  headquarters  company,  supply  company,  machine- 
gun  company,  coast  artillery  company,  company  of  engineers,  battery  of 
field  artillery,  signal  corps  company,  troop  of  cavalry,  field  hospital,  ambu- 
lance company,  aero  squadron,  division  of  Naval  Militia,  company  of  marines, 
and  aeronautic  section  shall  be  allowed  annually  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars;  each  lieutenant  of  such  organization,  battalion  adjutants,  and  officers 
of  corresponding  grades  and  duties  in  the  Naval  Militia,  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars;  the  commanding  officer  of  each  infirmary,  sanitary  unit,  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars;  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  necessary  expenses  of  their 
respective  offices.  There  shall  be  allowed  annually  to  each  company  of 
infantry,  headquarters  company,  supply  company,  machine-gun  company, 
coast  artillery  company,  company  of  engineers,  battery  of  field  artillery,  signal 
corps  company,  troop  of  cavalry,  field  hospital,  ambulance  company,  aero 
squadron,  aeronautic  section,  division  of  Naval  Militia,  or  company  of 
marines,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars,  and  to  each  regimental  infirmary 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  to  each  sanitary  detachment  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  armory  rent, 
heat,  light,  stationery,  printing  and  other  necessary  expenses.  There  shall  be 
allowed  annually  to  the  supply  sergeant  of  each  company  of  infantry,  head- 
quarters company,  supply  company,  machine-gun  company,  coast  artillery 
company,  company  of  engineers,  battery  of  field  artillery,  signal  corps  com- 
pany, troop  of  cavalry,  field  hospital,  ambulance  company,  aero  squadron, 
and  to  a  petty  officer  of  each  division  of  Naval  Militia,  aeronautic  section,  and 
marine  company  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  and  to  corresponding  warrant  officers 
of  each  regimental  infirmary  and  sanitary  detachment  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars.  All  payments  to  be  made  by  the  State  disbursing  officer  in  semi- 
annual installments  on  the  first  day  of  July  and  the  first  day  of  January  of 
each  year:  Provided,  that  no  payment  shall  be  made  unless  all  drills  and 
parades  required  by  law  are  duly  performed  by  all  organizations  named: 
Provided  further,  that  no  officer  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  any  part  of  the 
amounts  named  herein  unless  he  has  performed  satisfactorily  all  duties  re- 
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quired  of  him  by  law  and  has  pursued  such  course  of  instruction  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  required.  The  commanding  officer  of  all  organizations  partic- 
ipating in  the  appropriations  herein  made  shall  render  an  itemized  statement 
of  all  funds  received  from  any  source  whatsoever  for  the  support  of  their 
respective  organizations  in  such  manner  and  on  such  forms  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Adjutant  General.  Failure  on  the  part  of  any  officer  to 
submit  promptly  when  due  the  financial  statement  of  his  organization  will 
be  sufficient  cause  to  withhold  all  appropriations  for  such  organizations.  The 
sum  of  sixty-five  thousand  dollars  ($65,000)  is  hereby  appropriated  annually, 
out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  available  until 
expended,  to  enable  the  Governor  to  carry  out  the  purposes  herein  provided 
for. 

Sec.  98.  That  all  laws  and  clauss  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  99.     That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification. 

Ratified  this  the  6th  day  of  March,  A.  D.,  1917.

With  the  return  of  the  North  Carolina  troops  from  the  border  it  becomes  the 
pleasure  of  the  Governor  to  offer  his  congratulations  to  and  to  welcome  home  the 
officers  and  men  who  compose  the  various  units  from  this  State  that  have  been  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States. 

While  our  troops  did  not  actually  participate  in  hostilities,  their  presence,  in  con- 
junction with  that  of  troops  from  other  States,  without  doubt,  contributed  to  the 
safety  of  our  frontier  and  may  have  actually  averted  a  war  that  seemed  inevitable.

1.  By  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War  and  in  accordance  with  instructions 
contained  in  a  letter  from  the  Eastern  Department,  Governors  Island,  New  York, 
dated  March  31,  1917,  the  annual  armory  inspection  of  organizations  of  the  Third 
North  Carolina  Infantry,  National  Guard,  requited  by  section  93,  Act  of  June  3, 
1916,  will  be  held  at  the  following  places  on  the  dates  named:

2.  Captain  A.  T.  Rich,  U.  S.  A.,  has  been  designated  by  the  Eastern  Department 
to  make  the  inspection  on  the  part  of  the  Federal  Government.  Major  Thomas 
Stringfield,  Inspector  General,  N.  C.  N.  G.,  is  hereby  detailed  to  make  the  annual 
armory  inspection  for  the  State. 

3.  The  hours  for  holding  the  inspection  will  be  designated  by  the  inspecting 
officers. 

4.  Organizations  will  be  presented  for  inspection  properly  armed  and  wearing 
the  following: 

Service  hat. 

Ssrvice  hat  cord. 

Olive  drab  flannel  shirt. 

Olive  drab  woolen  service  coat. 

Olive  drab  service  breeches. 

Waist  belt  for  olive  drab  breeches. 

Russet  leather  marching  shoes. 

Canvas  leggings. 

Web  cartridge  belt,  cal.  30,  with  suspenders  (for  men  armed  with  rifle). 

All  articles  of  equipment  and  clothing  for  field  service  other  than  the  above 
will  be  displayed  and  arranged  in  a  convenient  way  to  enable  the  inspectors  to 
determine  their  condition  and  quantity.  Much  time  will  be  saved  if  all  concerned 
will  carry  out  explicitly  the  directions  which  will  be  furnished  by  the  United  States 
inspectors.  No  property  will  be  counted  which  is  not  marked,  and  all  should  be 
arranged  so  as  to  facihtate  the  inspection.  Property  in  the  arsenal  and  storehouses 
should  be  listed  on  the  blank  forms  furnished  as  it  is  arranged  in  the  storehouses. 
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5.  The  inspection  of  the  officers  of  the  United  States  Army  will  include  all  prop- 
erty available  for  field  service,  or  for  use  in  connection  therewith,  or  required  pre- 
paratory thereto,  and  which  is  of  pattern,  standard,  and  quality  issued  to  the  United 
States  Army,  whether  the  property  belongs  to  the  State  or  not.  The  inspection 
is  made  to  determine  the  readiness  and  efficiencj'  for  field  service,  and  it  is  required 
that  every  officer  shall  have  all  articles  of  clothing  and  equipment  required  for 
such  service,  and  that  there  shall  be  on  hand  the  required  clothing  and  equipment 
for  each  enlisted  man.  The  attention  of  all  officers  is  du-ected  to  Circular  No.  10, 
Mihtia  Bureau,  1916,  relative  to  the  clothing  and  equipment  which  must  be  on 
hand  in  order  that  organizations  may  be  reported  as  completely  armed,  uniformed, 
and  equipped  for  field  service  in  accordance  with  requirements. 

Field  ranges  must  be  cleaned  and  placed  in  condition  for  immediate  use,  and 
with  each  must  be  the  necessary  complement  of  cooking  utensils. 

The  inspection  of  all  property  will  be  made  during  daylight.  No  property  not 
actually  inspected,  except  Government  publications,  will  be  included  in  the  inspec- 
tion reports.  Memorandum  receipts  will  not  be  considered  nor  accepted  by  the 
inspector.  He  must  see  the  property  and  inspect  it.  Particular  attention  will  be 
given  by  the  inspecting  officer  to  the  daj^  inspection  of  rifles  and  pistols,  and  also 
the  amount  of  cleaning  material  on  hand. 

Dm'ing  the  inspection  of  property  the  responsible  or  other  commissioned  officer 
of  the  organization  being  inspected  should  be  present  with  a  sufficient  detail  of 
men  to  handle  the  property.  In  order  to  expedite  the  w^ork  the  property  should 
have  been  previously  assorted  and  conveniently  and  neatly  arranged  for  the  inspec- 
tion not  later  than  9  a.  m.  on  the  day  of  the  inspection. 

The  Inspector  General  wiU  inquire  into  the  disbursing  and  handUng  of  all  State 
funds.  He  will  notify  in  writing  the  commanding  officer  of  the  organization  to  be 
inspected  of  the  hour  of  his  arrival  and  of  any  other  necessary  detail. 

6.  The  personnel  of  the  organization  wall  be  inspected  and  mustered  at  night, 
except  where  it  may  be  possible  to  have  personnel  at  regimental  headquarters 
inspected  and  mustered  during  the  day. 

Attendance  upon  this  inspection  is  compulsory.  All  officers  and  enlisted  men 
w'ill  lay  aside  all  other  business  and  report  at  the  time  and  place  designated  for  the 
inspection.  Absentees  without  leaves  of  absence  or  furloughs  will  be  brought  before 
courts-martial  in  accordance  with  the  law.  Leaves  of  absence  w'ill  be  granted  only 
for  good  and  vahd  reasons  under  section  71,  and  furloughs  under  Article  XIII, 
Regulations  for  the  North  Carolina  National  Guard. 

All  field  and  staff  officers  (except  medical  officers)  will  report  to  the  inspecting 
officers  at  the  nearest  point  to  their  respective  home  stations  for  inspection.  Such 
officers  Avill  submit  voucher  to  this  office  covering  actual  expenses  in  this  connection. 

7.  Officers  and  enUsted  men  temporarily  absent  from  their  home  stations  at  the 
muster  of  their  organizations  may  be  attached  for  inspection  and  muster  to  any 
other  organization;  this  to  be  arranged  by  the  immediate  commanding  officer, 
and  notice  to  be  given  to  the  inspecting  officers  to  whom  they  are  to  report. 

8.  The  inspection  of  the  records  of  the  organization  and  the  obtaining  of  data 
required  by  the  inspecting  officer  may  take  place  at  the  mutual  convenience  of  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  organization  and  the  inspecting  officers.  Records  must 
be  fully  ■nTitten  up.  The  file  of  retained  copies  of  enlistment  papers  for  the  entire 
enlisted  membership  of  the  organization  at  time  of  inspection  must  be  conveniently 
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arranged  in  case  information  is  desired  by  the  inspectors.  The  retained  copies 
must  be  exact  duphcates  of  the  original  enlistment  papers  on  file  in  the  Adjutant 
General's  office. 

9.  Commanding  officers  should  require  all  members  of  the  organization  to  turn 
in  and  have  I'eady  for  inspection  all  articles  of  service  uniform  or  equipment  that 
may  be  in  their  hands  and  not  stored  in  the  armory  or  storeroom.  Such  stores 
should  be  properly  prepared  for  inspection.  Eveiy  article  should  be  cleaned  and 
the  cotton  coats  and  breeches  laundered  and  neatly  pressed. 

10.  In  laundering  uniforms  manufactured  from  olive  drab  cotton  cloth,  the 
clothing  should  be  washed  in  cold  or  lukewarm  water.  No  starch  should  be  used. 
In  ironing,  a  woolen  cloth  should  be  placed  over  the  uniform  before  the  iron  is 
appUed,  or  the  uniform  should  be  ironed  on  the  reverse  side. 

11.  Requisitions  should  be  made  to  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing 
Officer  for  aU  necessary  stores  to  properly  and  fully  equip  each  organization  in 
accordance  with  Circular  No.  10,  Militia  Bureau,  1916.  Requisitions  will  include 
new  stores  to  replace  all  stores  condemned  and  surveyed  at  muster  out  of  Federal 
service  and  aU  stores  condemned  by  the  inspection.  Requisitions  should  be  sub- 
mitted as  soon  after  the  inspection  as  possible.

1.  The  following  telegram  received  by  the  Governor  of  North  Carolina,  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  under  date  of  April  6,  1917,  is  published  for  the  information 
and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

"Washington,  D.  C,  ApriJ  6,  1917. 
"Governor  of  North  Carolina,  Raleigh,  N'.  C. 

"Mobilize  Naval  Militia.     Acknowledge. 

"JosEPHUs  Daniels, 

"Secretary  of  the  Navy."   - 

2.  In  compliance  with  the  above  telegram  and  confirming  telegraphic  orders 
from  this  office,  quoting  the  order  of  mobilization,  the  battalion  N.  C.  Naval  Militia, 
Lieutenant  Commader  J.  Kenyon  Wilson,  commanding,  will  assemble  at  their  several 
stations  and  proceed  with  mobilization  in  accordance  with  General  Orders  No.  225, 
Navy  Department,  dated  July  2.5,  1916. 

3.  The  respective  commanding  officers  will  inform  the  Adjutant  General,  by 
telegraph,  of  the  strength  of  the  respective  divisions.  The  commanding  officers 
will  also  furnish  the  Adjutant  General  with  a  complete  roster  of  the  battalion  head- 
quarters and  the  respective  divisions,  showing  the  name  and  rank  of  the  officers, 
warrant  officers  and  enlisted  men.  Also  the  date  upon  which  they  subscribed  to 
the  oath. 

4.  The  commanding  officers  of  divisions  responsible  for  State  funds  will  immedi- 
ately make  financial  statement  of  armory  rent  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1916, 
and  forward  same  to  the  Adjutant  General  not  later  than  May  1,  1917.  Each  com- 
manding officer  should  make  special  effort  to  have  all  bills  due  by  the  division 
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paid,  so  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding  in  the  future.    Receipted  vouchers 
for  all  bills  should  be  forwarded  with  financial  statement. 

5.  After  the  battalion  has  reached  the  mobolization  point  and  been  mustered 
into  Federal  service,  commanding  officers  will  furnish  the  Adjutant  General  with  a 
list  of  the  names  of  officers  and  men  who  fail  to  pass  the  required  physical  examina- 
tion.

1.  The  attention  of  all  members  of  the  National  Guard  is  called  to  Chapter  23, 
Public  Laws  of  North  CaroUna,  1917,  entitled  "An  Act  to  allow  absent  electors 
to  vote." 

2.  All  members  of  the  National  Guard  are  directed  to  register  as  provided  by 
Chapter  23,  PubUc  Laws  of  1917,  and  all  officers  of  the  National  Guard  are  directed 
to  bring  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  aU  men  who  are  qualified  to  register  in  the 
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State  of  North  Carolina.  This  matter  should  be  attended  to  promptly  in  order 
that  aU  men  may  be  registered  prior  to  the  date  of  the  draft  of  the  National  Guard 
into  the  Fedei'al  service. 

3.     AN  ACT  TO  ALLOW  ABSENT  ELECTORS  TO  VOTE 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact. 

Section  1.  That  in  all  primaries  and  elections  of  every  kind  hereafter  held  in 
this  State  any  elector  who  may  be  absent  from  the  county  in  which  he  is  entitled 
to  vote  shall  be  allowed  to  register  and  to  vote  by  mail  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  Any  citizen  of  the  State,  not  duly  registered,  who  may  be  quahfied  to 
vote  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  and  who  expects  to  be  absent 
from  the  county  in  which  he  lives  during  the  usual  period  provided  for  registration 
of  voters,  may  be  registered  as  herein  provided.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall,  within 
six  months  after  the  ratification  of  this  act,  furnish  to  the  chairman  of  the  county 
board  of  elections. in  each  county  a  book  for  the  registration  of  absent  electors, 
which  book  shall  contain  separate  columns  for  the  name  of  elector,  name  of  precinct 
in  which  elector  resides,  age,  place  of  birth,  race,  and  precinct  in  which  elector  last 
resided.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  elections  in  each 
county  to  register  on  said  county  registration  book  any  quahfied  elector  who  pre- 
sents himself  for  registration  at  any  time  other  than  the  usual  registration  period, 
and  who  expects  to  be  absent  from  the  voting  precinct  in  which  he  resides  during 
the  usual  registration  period,  if  found  to  be  otherwise  entitled  to  registration,  in 
the  same  manner  as  now  provided  by  law  for  the  registration  of  voters  before  the 
precinct  registrar  in  the  usual  registration  period.  The  chairman  of  the  county 
board  of  elections  shall,  immediately  after  the  appointment  of  a  registrar  or  regis- 
trars for  any  election  to  be  held  in  his  county,  either  legalized  primary  or  general 
election,  either  for  the  county  or  for  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  certify  to, 
the  respective  registrars  in  each  of  such  precincts  the  names,  age,  and  residence, 
place  of  birth,  etc.,  of  any  electors  registered  on  the  said  county  registration  book 
and  thereby  entitled  to  vote  in  such  precinct  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  registrar  in  every  precinct  to  enter  upon  the  regular  registration  book 
for  such  precinct  the  names  of  aU  such  electors  so  certified  to  him  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  county  board  of  elections,  marking  opposite  the  name  of  such  electors 
the  words  "registered  before  chairman  county  board  of  elections";  and  electors 
so  registered  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  any  election  in  such  precinct  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  registered  by  the  precinct  registrar. 

Sec.  3.  The  State  Board  of  Elections  shall  furnish  to  the  county  board  of  elections 
in  each  county,  at  the  same  time  that  tickets  are  furnished  for  any  general  or  pri- 
mary elections,  certificates  in  blank,  and  return  envelopes,  to  be  used  by  absent 
electors.     The  said  certificates  to  be  in  form  as  follows :

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  the  county  board  of  elections  to 
mail  to  any  voter  absent  from  the  county,  on  application  for  same,  as  soon  as 
received  from  the  State  Board  of  Elections,  one  of  each  form  of  ballot  applied  for 
to  be  voted  in  such  election,  one  blank  certificate  and  one  return  envelope. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  registrar  in  each  precinct  to  open  at  three  p.  m. 
on  the  day  of  election  aU  such  letters  received  from  such  absent  voters.  The  right 
to  vote  of  any  such  absent  voter  shall  be  subject  to  challenge  in  the  same  manner 
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as  if  the  elector  proposing;  to  vote  were  present  ia  p3r.son,  and  if  fouiui  entitled 
to  vote  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  laws  of  the  State,  every  such  vote 
so  received  shall  be  deposited  and  counted  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  voter  had 
been  present  and  cast  his  vote  in  person. 

Sec.  6.  The  followinf;;  fees  shall  be  allowed  as  compensation  for  services  under 
this  act:  The  chairman  of  the  county  board  of  elections,  for  registering  voters 
on  the  county  registration  book,  and  certifying  same  to  precinct  registrars,  twenty 
cents.  The  precinct  registrars,  for  entering  same  on  precinct  registration  book, 
the  .same  fees  allowed  by  law  for  registration  of  voters.  The  chairman  of  the  county 
board  of  elections,  for  mailing  form  of  certificate,  ballots,  and  return  envelope, 
including  postage,  five  cents.  The  fees,  including  postage,  shall  be  paid  as  provided 
in  regard  to  the  expenses  of  the  election  or  primary. 

Sec.  7.  All  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  all  of  the  other  election  laws  of  this 
State,  shall  be  liberally  construed  in  favor  of  the  right  of  the  absent  elector  to  vote, 
and  all  laws  and  claases  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  S.  This  act  shall  be  construed  as  a  part  of  the  election  law  of  this  State, 
and  subject  to  the  same  punishment  and  penalties  for  violation. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification.

In  compliance  with  War  Department  fnstructions  of  March  29,  1916,  Paragraph 
51,  Mobilization  Regulations,  has  been  changed  to  read  as  follows: 

51.  Records  of  Enlisted  Men.  The  individual  records  of  enlisted  men  required 
by  the  War  Department  are  as  follows : 

(a)  Enlistment  Paper,  Form  22-1  A.  G.  0. 

New  enhstment  papers  will  be  prepared  for  soldiers  whose  enlistments  have 
not  been  recorded  on  this  form.  The  words  "on  the"  wiU  be  substituted  for  the 
word  "this"  on  the  oath  of  enhstment,  making  the  oath  an  acknowledgment  by 
the  soldier  that  he  voluntarily  enlisted  on  the  date  of  his  actual  enlistment  in  the 
National  Guard  or  Organized  Militia.  The  declaration  of  the  applicant  will  show 
the  conjugal  condition  of  the  soldier,  and  the  names  of  dependent  relatives,  if  any, 
on  the  date  of  the  call.  The  company  commander  wiU  sign  the  certificate  of  enlist- 
ment, making  the  necessary  changes  in  the  wording  thereof.  If  a  soldier  who  has 
been  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  under  a  prior  call  of  the  President  prefers 
not  to  sign  the  oath  of  enlistment,  this  part  of  the  form  will  be  left  blank,  and  the 
declaration  will  include  the  place  of  birth,  age,  and  occupation  of  the  soldier. 

(b)  Report  oj  Physical  Examination,  Form  10  O.  M.  (see  Paragraph  57). 

The  space  on  pages  4  and  5  of  this  form,  for  the  physical  examination  at  place 
of  acceptance,  will  be  left  blank. 

(c)  Identification  Record  Card:  Form  11  O.  M.  or  260  A.  G.  O.  (See  Paragraph  57). 

Photographs  and  photographic  negatives  are  not  required  for  members  of  the 
National  Guard.

regard  to  any  limitation  as  to  minimum  numbers.  All  members  of  such  organiza- 
tions who  have  taken  the  National  Guard  oath  are  called  and  should  respond. 
The  Organized  Militia  has  not  been  called  into  service  by  the  Pi-esident.  Officers 
and  men  of  the  Organized  Mihtia,  who  have  not  taken,  or  do  not  now  take  the 
National  Guard  oath  should  be  dropped  from  the  rolls  of  their  organization  and 
are  not  to  be  accepted  into  Federal  service  under  the  call  of  March  twenty-fifth." 
Foregoing  related  to  question  quoted  as  follows:  "Under  call  of  March  twenty- 
fifth  shall  men  of  the  Organized  Mihtia  Avho  have  not  taken  Federal  oath  be  accepted 
in  United  States  service?  If  so,  what  notation  should  be  made  on  muster  roll 
and  what  oath  wiU  be  administered?"

TENTATIVE   MOBILIZATION   PLANS 

1.  The  following  memorandum  from  Headquarters  Eastern  Department,  Gov- 
ernors Island,  N.  Y.,  is  pubhshed  for  the  information  of  all  concerned: 

EXTRACTS   FROM    TENTATIVE   MOBILIZATION   REGULATIONS 
APPROVED   BY  WAR   DEPARTMENT 

1.  Induction  Into  Federal  Service.— "No  official  act,  other  than  the  President's 
call  or  draft,  is  required  by  law  to  mark  the  change  of  status  of  the  National  Guard 
to  Federal  control.  The  call  or  draft  itself  inducts  all  organizations  and  individuals 
concerned  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  on  the  date  specified  therein. 

The  National  Guard  when  called  as  such  into  the  service  of  the  United  States 
shall,  from  the  time  they  are  required  by  the  terms  of  the  call  to  respond  thereto, 
be  subject  to  the  laws  and  regulations  governing  the  Regular  Army.  (Section  101, 
Act  of  Junes,  1916.) 

All  members  of  the  Nationl  Guard  and  of  the  National  Guard  Reserve  drafted 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States  shall,  from  the  date  of  their  draft,  stand  dis- 
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charged  from  the  mihtia,  and  shall  from  said  date  be  subject  to  such  laws  and  regu- 
lations for  government  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States  as  may  be  applicable  to 
members  of  the  Volunteer  Army.     (Section  111,  Act  of  June  3,  1916.) 

11.  Recruitment  at  Company  Rendezvous. — Recruiting  at  the  company  rendezvous 
will  be  conducted  by  an  officer  and  three  enlisted  men  of  each  regiment  and  by  a 
similar  recruiting  party  for  each  city  or  town  in  which  less  than  a  regiment  is  sta- 
tioned. In  case  there  is  no  medical  officer  of  the  National  Guard  stationed  in  the 
city  or  town  to  make  the  physical  examination,  recruits  will  be  accepted  for  enlist- 
ment at  company  rendezvous  and  will  be  enlisted  if  found  qualified  after  physical 
examination  at  the  mobilization  camp.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Depart- 
ment Commander,  these  recruiting  parties  will  be  discontinued  and  proceed  to  the 
mobilization  camps  with  their  respective  commands. 

13.  General  Recruitment. — The  general  recruitment  of  the  National  Guard  in  the 
Federal  service  will  be  conducted  by  National  Guard  recruiting  parties  under  the 
orders  and  supervision  of  department  commanders.  The  recruiting  service  of  the 
Regular  Army  will  render  such  assistance  as  may  be  practicable,  when  called  upon 
to  do  so  by  department  commanders. 

15.  Appointment  and  Promotion  of  Officers. — No  person  appointed  or  commissioned 
an  officer  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  after  the  date  of  the  call  of  the  National 
Guard  as  such  into  the  Federal  service,  will  be  accepted  or  permitted  to  act  as  an 
officer  until  his  appointment  is  announced  by  the  War  Department.  In  case  of 
draft,  vacancies  that  exist  or  occur  after  the  date  of  the  draft  in  the  authorized 
commissioned  strength  of  the  National  Guard  so  drafted,  will  be  filled  by  appoint- 
ment of  the  President. 

If  an  officer  of  the  National  Guard  receives  an  appointment  of  a  higher  grade 
after  the  date  of  the  call  or  draft,  the  announcement  by  the  War  Department  of  his 
appointment  to  such  higher  grade,  operates  to  vacate  his  prior  commission  and  ren- 
der a  formal  muster  out  of  the  officer  as  of  the  old  grade  unnecessary. 

16.  Discharge  of  Enlisted  Men  to  Accept  Commissions. — After  the  date  of  the 
call  or  draft,  Department  Commanders  are  authorized  to  discharge  enlisted  men 
of  the  National  Guard  to  accept  commissions  in  the  National  Guard  thus  called  or 
drafted. 

17.  Organization  and  Equipment  of  the  National  Guard. — Pending  the  publication 
of  Tables  of  Organization  and  equipment  manuals,  the  National  Defense  Act,  as 
pubhshed  in  Bulletin  No.  16,  War  Department,  1916,  and  General  Order  No.  50, 
War  Department,  1916,  should  be  consulted  to  ascertain  the  strength  and  composi- 
tion of  regiments  and  smaller  units;  and  the  Unit  Accountability  Equipment 
Manuals  and  General  Orders  No.  39,  War  Department,  1915,  should  be  consulted 
to  ascertain  the  equipment  of  headquarters,  companies  and  detachments. 

27.  Suh.nstence. — An  expenditure  for  subsistence  not  to  exceed  seventy-five 
cents  per  enlisted  man  is  authorized  for  each  day  of  actual  service  while  a  compan}^ 
or  detachment,  or  any  part  thereof  is  at  its  company  rendezvous.  Regimental 
supply  officers  and  commanding  officers  of  battalions  or  companies  stationed  sep- 
arately will  obtain  meals  for  their  respective  organizations  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  paragraph  550,  Army  Regulations,  1913,  giving  receipts  therefor,  stating  the 
price  and  number  of  meals  furnished  and  the  number  of  men  of  each  company 
subsisted  each  day.  These  receipts  should  be  presented  to  the  camp  quartermaster 
of  the  mobilization  camp  for  settlement.  No  ration  savings  are  authorized  on  meals 
thus  obtained. 

28.  Quarters  for  Troops. — While  a  command  remains  at  its  home  rendezvous 
and  where  adequate  armory  facilities  do  not  exist  for  caring  for  the  men  at  night, 
regimental  commanders  and  commanders  of  battalions  or  comj^anies  stationed 
separately,  are  authorized  to  permit  enlisted  men  of  their  commands  to  sleep  at 
home,  but  in  such  cases  the  men  must  report  daily  at  the  armory  for  duty,  at  8 
a.  m.  and  remain  thereat  during  the  entire  day. 

29.  Training. — Programs  of  training  at  company  rendezvous  will  be  announced 
by  Department  Commanders.  The  Articles  of  War  enumerated  in  110th  Article 
of  War  will  be  read  and  explained  to  all  enlisted  men  at  the  company  rendezvous. 

30.  Vacating  Armories. — The  commanding  officer  of  each  regiment  and  of  each 
battalion  or  company  stationed  separately  will  make  the  necessary  arrangements 
with  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  to  take  charge  of  the  Armory  upon  the 
departure  of  the  troops  for  mobilization  camps  or  new  stations. 
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31.  Transporting  Equipment  to  Railroad  Stations. — Regimental  Supply  Officers 
and  commanding  officers  of  battalions  or  companies  stationed  scparat^ely  will  hire 
the  necessary  trans])ortation  to  haul  their  bagji;age  and  equipment  from  the  armory 
to  the  railroad  station.  Receipts  for  this  service  will  be  given  the  contractors,  who 
should  be  instructed  to  forward  them  to  Department  Quartermaster,  Headquarters 
Eastern  Department. 

33.  United  States  Property. — All  arms,  equipment,  supplies,  clothing,  animals, 
wheel  transportation,  and  property  of  every  nature  belonging  to  the  United  States 
in  the  possession  of  organizations  will  be  taken  with  the  organizations  or  shipped 
to  the  mobilization  camps.  Upon  assembly  at  company  rendezvous  all  articles 
not  in  the  possession  of  the  enlisted  men  or  needed  thereat,  will  be  prepared  at  once 
for  shipment. 

3-i.  Precaution  Against  Contagious  Diseases. — Before  troops  are  sent  to  mobiliza- 
tion camps,  they  should  be  carefully  examined  to  detect  the  presence  of  infectious 
or  contagious  disease,  especially  smallpox,  typhoid  fever,  measles  and  mumps.  Such 
examination  should  be  made  by  a  Aledical  Officer  of  the  Regular  Army  or  the 
National  Guard.  If  this  examination  is  not  made  at  the  company  rendezvous  it 
will  be  made  on  the  train  enroute  to  mobilization  camp,  or  if  this  is  impracticable, 
it  will  be  made  immediately  after  the  arrival  at  the  mobilization  camp.  When 
any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  is  found  to  exist  in  any  company,  it  will  be 
quarantined  at  once  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer,  and  report  of 
the  presence  of  such  disease  will  be  made  by  telegraph  to  the  Department  Com- 
mander. 

36.  Subsistence  Enroute. — An  expenditure  for  subsistence  not  to  exceed  seventy- 
five  cents  per  enhsted  man  for  each  day  or  part  of  day  is  authorized  for  troops 
onroute  from  company  rendezvous  to  mobilization  camp.  This  subsistence  will 
be  obtained  in  the  manner  authorized  in  paragraph  27  of  the  Regulations.  Meals 
may  be  obtained  prior  to  departure  from  company  rendezvous.  Settlement  for 
meals  obtained  at  company  rendezvous  and  enroute  to  mobilization  camp  (see 
paragraph  27)  will  be  made  by  camp  quartermasters  of  mobiUzation  camps  on 
Form  No.  333  War  Department,  accompanied  by  con.solidated  ration  returns 
approved  by  the  commander  of  the  mobihzation  camp.  No  ration  savings  are 
authorized  on  the  money  allowance  for  meals  thus  obtained.  Camp  quartermaster- 
will  secure  the  necessary  funds  to  settle  their  accounts  on  requisitions  to  Departs 
ment  Quartermasters. 

41.  Anns,  Equipment,  and  Clothing. — Whenever  an  order  or  proclamation  is 
issued,  calhng  or  drafting  the  National  Guard  into  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
the  Federal  Supply  Departments  concerned  will  ship  at  once  to  the  camp  quarter- 
masters or  mobilization  camps,  without  requisition,  sufficient  arms,  equipment  and 
clothing  to  enable  the  organizations  so  called  forth  to  be  fully  armed  and  equipped 
at  maximum  war  strength.  Shortages  in  arms,  equipment  and  clothing  of  organiza- 
tions, exclusive  of  those  incident  to  increase  of  personnel  to  maximum  war  strength, 
found  to  exist  at  mobilization  camps,  wiU  be  corrected  by  requisitions  submitted 
through  military  channels. 

43.  Method  oj  Accounting  for  United  States  Property  for  the  National  Guard  Not 
in  Federal  Service. — The  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  for  the  United  States  is 
accountable  to  the  Militia  Bureau  for  all  United  States  Property  issued  to  the 
National  Guard  within  his  State.  Supply  Officers  of  regiments  or  separate  units 
less  than  a  regiment  are  accountable  to  him  for  all  property,  except  medical  supplies 
issued  by  him  to  regiments  or  separate  units  less  than  a  regiment.  A  Medical 
Officer  of  the  regiment  or  separate  unit  less  than  a  I'egiment  is  accoutable  to  him 
for  all  the  medical  supplies.  Company  commanders  and  individual  officers  are 
responsible,  but  not  accountable,  for  the  property  or  supplies  issued  to  them  on 
Memorandum  Receipt  by  Supply  or  Medical  Officers. 

44.  Transfers  of  Accountability  for  National  (hiard  Property. — When  called  or 
drafted  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  officers  accountable  for  property  or 
supphes  to  the  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  will  at  once  close  their  returns  to 
him  by  striking  a  balance  for  each  item  as  shown  by  their  returns  on  the  date  of 
the  call  or  draft.  They  will  at  once  make  separate  lists  in  quadruplicate  of  the 
property  or  supplies  pertaining  to  each  department,  giving  all  articles  and  the 
number  of  each  as  shown  by  the  balances  hereinbefore  required.  The  following 
certificate  of  the  Supply  or  Medical  Officer  will  be  placed  on  the  lists: 
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"I  hereby  certify  that  the  accountabihty  for  all  the  property  and  stores  enumer- 
ated on  this  list  was  this day  of 191 .  .  .  . , 

transferred  from  the  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  for  the  United  States  in  the 
State  of to  the  proper  Bureau  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment." 

These  lists  will  be  used  by  the  officers  as  vouchers  for  their  first  returns  in  Federal 
service.  Two  (2)  copies  of  each  of  these  lists  will  be  furnished  the  Property  and 
Disbursing  Officers,  who  will  forward  one  to  the  Militia  Bureau  with  his  return  as 
a  voucher  for  dropping  the  articles  shown  thereon  from  his  return.  New  Memoran- 
dum Receipts  for  property  in  possession  of  organizations  will  not  be  required  to 
replace  those  in  effect  on  the  date  of  the  call  or  draft. 

All  property  in  storehouses  or  arsenals  needed  at  mobihzation  camps  to  equip 
troops  and  which  had  not  been  issued  by  the  Property  and  Disbursing  Officers  to 
organizations  prior  to  the  call  or  draft  will  be  invoiced  to  Supply  and  Medical 
Officers. 

Any  property  purchased  by  a  State,  Territory,  or  District  of  Columbia  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  86,  Act  of  June  3,  1916,  should  be  brought  into  the  service  of 
the  United  States  in  the  same  manner  as  United  States  property. 

45.  Clothing  in  Possession  of  Enlisted  Men. — All  serviceable  clothing  in  the  posses- 
sion of  enhsted  men  will  be  charged  against  them  on  their  clothing  accounts  and 
dropped  by  supply  officers  on  proper  vouchers.  Such  of  the  articles  of  clothing  as 
are  new  will  be  charged  at  the  prices  given  in  the  latest  general  order  on  the  sub- 
ject issued  by  the  War  Department,  and  the  articles  that  have  been  worn,  at  prices 
to  be  fixed  by  a  board  of  three  officers  appointed  by  the  commander  of  the  mobiliza- 
tion camp,  whose  approval  of  the  proceeding  of  the  board  will  be  final.  A  copy  of 
the  proceedings  will  be  forwarded  to  the  department  commander  for  transmission 
to  the  Quartermaster  General  of  the  Army. 

47.  Duties  of  Mustering  Officers. — Mustering  officers  will  direct  and  supervise 
all  work  connected  with: 

(a)  The  preparation  of  records  of  individual  officers  and  enlisted  men  required 
by  the  War  Department,  the  initial  regimental  returns,  and  the  initial  muster 
rolls  of  the  companies  and  detachments. 

(6)  Physical  examinations  of  officers  and  enlisted  men. 

(c)  Inspection  of  regimental,  company  and  detachment  records  and  property. 

In  case  an  organization  is  ordered  to  leave  the  mobihzation  camp  before  comple- 
tion of  the  work  requu'ed  by  these  instructions,  the  mustering  officer  will  make 
prompt  report  to  the  department  commander  of  the  status  of  the  work,  in  order 
that  instructions  may  be  given  for  its  completion  at  the  new  station  of  the  organiza- 
tion as  soon  as  practicable. 

Camp  and  other  commanders  will  facihtate  in  every  way  practicable  the  work 
of  mustering  officers. 

Mustering  officers  will  report  by  telegraph  to  department  commanders  the  arrival 
of  regiments,  companies  and  detachments  at  the  mobilization  points,  stating  for 
each  the  strength  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  separately. 

Mustering  officers  wiU  instruct  officers  of  the  National  Guard  in  the  methods  of 
official  correspondence,  the  keeping  of  records,  and  the  means  of  procuring,  issuing 
and  accounting  for  military  supplies,  inviting  particular  attention  to  the  provisions 
of  Army  Regulations  bearing  on  the  subject. 

48.  Duties  of  Medical  Examiner. — The  medical  examiner  will  direct,  supervise, 
and  when  practicable  make  the  examination  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  as  to  phy.sical 
fitness,  required  by  Section  115  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  approved  June  3,  1916. 
He  will  be  responsible  that  the  reports  of  physical  examination  and  identification 
record  cards  are  made,  authenticated  and  completed,  in  accordance  with  instruc- 
tions of  the  War  Department.  He  will  assist  the  mustering  officer  in  the  inspection 
of  records,  equipment  and  property  returns  of  sanitary  troops  (see  paragraphs 
58,  61  and  62).  If  not  practicable  for  the  Regular  Army  medical  examiners  to  make 
all  examinations,  medical  officers  of  the  National  Guard  will  be  detailed  to  assist 
in  the  work. 

49.  Records  and  Reports  of  Mustering  Officers  and  Medical  Examiners. — Muster- 
ing officers  and  medical  examiners  wiU  preserve  complete  records  of  orders,  cor- 
respondence, and  all  matters  receiving  their  action  and  relating  to  individuals  or 
organizations  of  the  National  Guard.  tFpon  being  relieved  they  wiU  submit  detailed 
reports  of  their  duties  to  the  department  commander  and  whenever  a  mobilization 
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camp  is  finally  closed,  or  the  detail  of  a  mustering  officer  or  medical  examiner  is 
discontinued,  the  official  records  referred  to  will  be  forwarded  directly  to  the  Adjutant 
General  of  the  Army. 

50.  Records  of  Officers. — The  individual  records  of  officers  required  by  the  War 
Department  are  as  follows: 

(o)  Officers'  Record  Card,  Form  218-1,  A.  G.  O.  Until  the  new  form  for  the 
National  Guard  becomes  available,  Form  218  A.  G.  O.  will  be  used,  in  which  case 
the  Mustering  Officer  will  add  an  indorsement,  on  the  first  page  of  the  form,  showing 
the  home  station  or  place  of  company  rendezvous  and  the  date  the  officer  reported 
thereat  in  response  to  the  call  or  draft  of  the  President. 

(6)  Physical  Examination  of  Officer,  Form  378-1  A.  G.  O. 

(c)  Designation  of  Beneficiary,  Form  380-1  A.  G.  O. 

51.  Records  of  Enlisted  Men. — The  individual  records  of  enlisted  men  required 
b}^  the  War  Department  are  as  follows: 

(n)  Enlistment  Paper,  Form  22-1  A.  G.  O. 

New  Enhstment  Papers  will  be  prepared  for  soldiers  whose  enlistments  have  not 
been  recorded  on  this  foi-m.  The  words  "on  the"  will  be  substituted  for  the  word 
"this"  on  the  Oath  of  Enlistment,  making  the  oath  an  acknowledgment  by  the 
soldier  that  he  voluntarily  enhsted  on  the  date  of  his  actual  enlistment  in  the  National 
Guard  or  Organized  Militia.  Appropriate  change  will  also  be  made  in  such  cases 
in  the  Declaration  of  the  applicant  on  page  2  of  the  form. 

(6)  Report  of  Physical  Examination,  Form  10  O.  M.  (see  paragraph  57).  The 
space  on  pages  4  and  5  of  this  form  for  the  physical  examination  at  place  of  accept- 
ance will  be  left  blank. 

(c)  Identification  Record  Card,  Form  11  O.  M.  or  Form  260  A.  G.  O.  (see  para- 
graph 57). 

Photographs  and  photographic  negatives  are  not  required  for  members  of  the 
National  Guard. 

52.  Initial  Muster  Roll. — Each  company  and  detachment  will  be  mustered  by 
the  Mustering  Officer  or  one  of  his  assistants  as  soon  as  practicable  after  its  arrival 
at  the  mobihzation  camp.  The  roll  will  be  prepared  in  triphcate  on  the  Regular 
Army  Muster  Roll  forms  (No.  61  or  21  A.  G.  O.)  or  on  the  Organized  Militia  forms 
(No."  13  or  14  O.  M.)  if  the  latter  forms  are  available,  and  will  cover  the  period  from 
the  date  of  call  or  draft  of  the  President  to  the  date  of  initial  muster,  the  brief  and 
the  caption  being  amended  accordingly.  All  changes  in  status  and  duties  of  officers 
and  enUsted  men  during  this  period  will  be  carefuUy  stated  on  the  roll  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  printed  instructions  on  the  blank  form.  Changes  subsequent 
to  the  date  of  initial  muster  wiU  be  placed  on  the  bi-monthly  muster  rolls  of  the  com- 
pany or  detachment.  The  names  of  all  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  company, 
whether  present  or  absent,  including  those  who  failed  to  respond  to  the  call,  will 
be  shown  on  the  roUs 

The  following  will  be  added  to  the  certificate  of  the  company  or  detachment 
commander:  "except  as  otherwise  stated  in  'Remarks,'  each  officer  and  enhsted 
man  whose  name  appears  on  this  roll,  responded  to  the  call  of  the  President  by 

reporting  for  duty  at  the  company  rendezvous  at  (city  or  town)  (State)  on 

191.  ..."  The  word  "Initial"  will  be  added  before  the  words  "Muster  Roll"  on 
the  brief  and  also  in  the  caption.  The  names  of  officers  not  belonging  to  companies 
will  not  be  borne  on  muster  rolls  (paragraph  807  A.  R.). 

Corrections  or  alterations  on  initial  muster  rolls  after  muster  and  before  the 
rolls  have  been  forwarded  will  not  be  made  except  with  the  approval  of  the  Muster- 
ing Officer,  nor  will  the  copy  retained  with  the  records  of  the  organization,  the 
original  having  been  transmitted  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,  be  changed 
in  any  particular  without  authority  from  the  War  Department. 

53.  Initial  Returns. — Initial  returns  in  triplicate  covering  the  period  from  date 
of  call  or  draft  of  the  President  to  the  date  of  the  initial  muster,  wiU  be  prepared 
by  regimental  and  separate  battahon  or  company  commanders. 

All  changes  in  status  and  duties  of  officers  during  this  period  will  be  carefully 
stated  on  the  return  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  printed  instructions  on  the 
blank  form.  Changes  subsequent  to  the  date  of  initial  muster  wiU  be  noted  on  the 
monthl}^  returns  of  the  regiment,  separate  battalion  or  company. 

54.  Method  of  Forwarding  Records. — The  individual  records  of  officers  and  enhsted 
men  as  enumerated  in  paragraphs  50  and  51,  initial  returns  and  initial  muster 
roUs  will  be  forwarded  by  the  mustering  officer  directly  to  the  Adjutant  General 
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of  the  Army.  The  records  of  officers  will  be  inclosed  with  the  initial  returns  of  the 
regiments,  separate  battalions  or  separate  companies  to  which  they  belong.  Records 
of  officers  not  belonging  to  regiments,  separate  battahons  or  separate  companies 
will  be  forwarded  with  letters  of  transmittal.  Records  of  enhsted  men  will  be 
inclosed  with  the  initial  muster  rolls  of  the  companies  or  detachments  of  which  they 
are  members. 

If  the  preparation  of  any  of  the  records  is  unduly  delayed,  the  completed  records 
will  be  forwarded  with  a  letter  of  transmittal,  enumerating  the  delayed  records 
and  explaining  the  cause  of  the  delay. 

55.  Records  for  Adjutant  General  of  the  State. — Copies  of  initial  muster  rolls, 
initial  returns,  and  of  letter  of  transmittal  required  by  paragraph  54  in  case  of 
officers  not  belonging  to  regiments,  separate  battahons  or  separate  companies, 
will  be  forwarded  by  the  mustering  officer  directly  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the 
State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia. 

58.  Physical  Examinations. — The  physical  examination  of  officers  and  enhsted 
men  will  be  thorough  and  searching  and  will  be  conducted  in  accordance  with 
authorized  rules  for  examining  recruits  for  the  Regular  Army.  Where  physical 
defects  or  disabilities  are  found,  the  medical  examiner  will  state  definitely  whether 
or  not  they  existed  or  originated  prior  to  the  date  the  officer  or  soldier  reported  at 
the  company  rendezvous  under  the  call  or  di'aft  of  the  President. 

57.  Report  of  Physical  Examination. — ;The  correctness  of  the  data  contained  in 
the  reports  of  physical  examinations  on  file  with  the  records  of  the  company,  will 
be  carefully  verified  by  the  medical  examiner  or  one  of  his  assistants,  who  will 
add  an  indorsement  on  the  last  page  of  the  form,  stating  whether  the  soldier  is 
qualified  or  disquahfied  for  service,  and  if  disqualified,  the  reason  therefor.  In 
either  case  all  defects  not  recorded  in  the  body  of  the  report  will  be  noted  in  the  in- 
dorsement. New  reports  of  physical  examination  will  be  prepared  in  case  of  officers 
and  enhsted  men  for  whom  no  such  reports  are  on  file  with  the  records  of  the  com- 
pany.    (See  paragraphs  50  and  51.) 

If  the  soldier  has  been  or  is  to  be  recommended  for  discharge  on  certificate  of 
disabihty,  that  fact  will  be  noted  on  report  of  physical  examination. 

Minor  physical  defects  or  deficiencies  not  disqualifying  the  soldier  for  field  service 
will  not  be  sufficient  reason  for  recommending  his  discharge  on  certificate  of  dis- 
abihty. Doubtful  cases  will  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  mustering  officer  for 
decision. 

When  completed,  the  reports  of  physical  examination  and  the  identification 
record  cards  (see  paragraph  51)  will  be  submitted  to  the  mustering  officer  with  such 
special  reports  and  recommendations  as  the  medical  examiner  may  deem  appropriate. 

58.  Inspection  of  Records. — The  mustering  officer  or  one  of  his  assistants  will 
inspect  the  records  of  each  headquarters,  company  and  detachment  and  will  issue 
the  necessary  instructions  to  make  them  complete  and  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  the  War  Department. 

The  records  requhed  to  be  kept  in  each  regiment  are  enumerated  in  paragraphs 
258,  and  those  to  be  kept  in  each  company  or  detachment  in  paragraphs  280  and 
281,  Army  Regulations,  1913.     (See  paragraph  48.) 

59.  Morning  Reports,  Sick  Reports  and  Guard  Reports. — New  morning  reports 
and  sick  reports  will  be  started  from  the  date  the  company  or  detachment  reported 
at  the  company  rendezvous,  these  reports  being  among  the  records  required  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  for  file  upon  muster  out.  New 
guard  reports  will  also  be  started  for  regimental  and  other  headquarters. 

60.  Blank  Forms. — Blank  forms  for  the  preparation  of  the  records  enumerated 
in  paragraphs  50  and  51  will  be  obtained  from  the  department  adjutant,  upon 
requisition  of  mustering  officer.  Whenever  the  National  Guard  is  called  or  drafted 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  and  the 
heads  of  other  bureaus  of  the  War  Department,  wiU  forward  without  requisition 
to  the  proper  mustering  officers,  the  necessary  books  and  blank  forms  for  regimental 
and  company  administration.  These  books  and  forms  wiU  be  distributed  by  the 
mustering  officers  with  full  and  exphcit  explanations  for  their  use.  Additional 
books  and  blank  forms  will  be  furnished  by  the  department  commander  upon  requi- 
sition approved  by  the  mustering  officer. 

61.  Inspection  of  Arms,  Equipment  and  Clothing. — The  mustering  officer  or  one 
of  his  assistants  will  inspect  the  arms,  equipment  and  clothing  of  each  headquarters.

company  and  detachment  to  ascertain  if  they  arc  complete  and  serviceable.  He 
will  report  to  the  department  commander  the  result  of  his  inspections,  enumerating 
in  detail  all  essential  articles  lacking. 

62.  Inspection  of  Property  Returns  and  Memorandum  Receipts. — The  mustering 
officer  or  one  of  his  assistants  will  inspect  the  returns  and  memorandum  receipts 
of  all  officers  accountable  or  responsible  for  property  and  issue  necessary  instruc- 
tions to  make  them  complete  and  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment. The  articles  on  hand  will  not  be  inventoried  to  ascertain  whether  they 
agree  with  the  articles  enumerated  on  property  returns  and  memorandum  receipts. 

INSTRUCTIONS  FROM  HEADQUARTERS,  EASTERN  DEPARTMENT 

1.  Instructions  Relative  Discharge  of  Enlisted  Men  Found  Physically  Disqualified. — 
Examining  surgeons  will  report  to  the  Senior  Assistant  Mustering  Officer  names 
of  all  enlisted  men  found  physically  disquahfied  and  such  names  will  be  submitted 
by  the  mustering  officer  to  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  organization  with  which 
he  is  on  duty  with  letter  of  instructions  as  follows; 

''Department  Commander  directs  that  the  enlisted  men  of  your  command,  whose 
names  are  contained  in  the  list  inclosed  herewith,  reported  by  the  medical  exam- 
iner as  physically  disqualified  for  the  mihtary  service,  shall  be  immediately  dis- 
charged by  you,  on  surgeon's  certificate  of  disabihty,  Form  No.  17,  A.  G.  O.,  to  be 
prepared  lay  the  medical  examiner  and  -which  will  be  accepted  as  a  basis  for  dis- 
charge. The  discharge  will  be  effected  on  Form  No.  525-1  A.  G.  O.  with  delivery 
of  discharge  papers  as  required  in  Ai'my  Regulations." 

Medical  examiners  will  be  careful  to  state  in  their  certificates  whether  the  dis- 
abihty found  existed  prior  to  entry  into  Federal  service  or  subsequent  thereto. 

2.  Instructions  Relative  to  Discharge  of  Officers  Found  Physically  Disqualified. — 
Officers  of  the  National  Guard  found  physically  disquahfied  for  the  mihtary.  service 
will  be  immediately  discharged  by  the  Department  Commander.  In  the  execution 
of  these  instructions  the  Senior  Assistant  Mustering  Officer  will  cause  the  medical 
examiner  to  prepare  Form  378-1  A.  G.  O.  in  case  of  each  officer  found  so  disqualified. 
The  Senior  Assistant  Mustering  Officer  will  then  promptly  telegraph  to  these  head- 
quarters the  name  of  each  officer  so  found.  Upon  receipt  of  such  telegram  orders 
will  be  issued  by  the  Department  Commander  discharging  the  officers  therein 
reported.  Medical  examiners  should  be  careful  to  state  in  their  certificates  whether 
disabihty  found  existed  prior  to  entry  into  Federal  service  or  subsequent  thereto. 

3.  Hire  of  Clerks. — Mustering  Officers  assigned  to  duty  in  bringing  into  the  United 
States  service  three  or  more  units  of  an  organization  at  one  place  are  authorized 
to  hire  one  clerk  at  a  salary  not  to  exceed  $100.00  per  month  and  to  retain  the  clerk 
as  long  as  the  exigencies  of  work  incident  to  muster-in  demand.  Mustering  Officers 
will  obtain  a  list  of  ehgibles  from  the  local  Secretary  of  the  Civil  Service  and  make 
selections  therefrom.  If  no  list  is  obtainable,  they  will  hire  a  clerk  and  request  the 
local  Secretarjf  to  certify  the  same.  Prompt  report  by  tlegraph  to  these  headquar- 
ters will  be  made  giving  name  of  clerk  hired,  date  of  entry  on  duties,  and  date  of 
separation  therefrom. 

4.  Purchase  of  Rubber  Stamps. — Mustering  Officers,  to  facilitate  the  muster-in 
of  National  Guard  organizations,  are  authorized  to  purchase  in  open  market,  at 
the  lowest  obtainable  rate,  the  essential  rubber  stamps,  provided  the  entire  cost 
does  not  exceed  flO.OO. 

The  authority  for  the  hire  at  a  reasonable  rate  of  one  t}^pe^\Titing  machine  for 
the  use  of  each  mustering  officer  is  hereby  granted. 

Payment  for  services  obtained  in  this  paragraph  will  be  made  by  the  Depart- 
ment Quartermaster,  Headquarters  Eastern  Department,  on  Form  No.  330  W.  D., 
duly  certified  by  the  Mustering  Officer,  obhgating  the  Government,  and  the  number 
of  this  paragraph  will  be  quoted  thereon  as  authority  therefor.  In  absence  of  a 
supply  of  Forms  No.  330  W.  D.,  bills  in  duphcate,  each  copy  thereof  certified  by 
the  Mustering  Officer,  will  be  forwarded  by  him  to  the  Department  Quartermaster 
for  settlement. 

5.  Lists  in  triplicate,  giving  the  names,  rank  and  organization  of  all  officers  and 
enfisted  men  found  physically  disquahfied  will  be  submitted  by  the  examining  sur- 
geon promptly  to  these  headquarters,  stating  the  cause  of  disabihty  in  each  case, 
and  whether  or  not  such  disability  existed  prior  to  entry  into  Federal  service  or  sub- 
sequent thereto. 
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6.  The  commanding  officers  of  organizations  and  units  thereof  will  hold  themselves 
in  constant  readiness  for  immechate  comphance  with  any  order  that  may  be  received. 
Daily  strength  reports  will  be  submitted  by  telegraph  to  these  headquarters  by  the 
mustering  officer  or  in  his  absence,  by  the  senior  officer  present  and  for  each  of  the 
units  assembled  at  one  place,  and  by  the  commanding  officers  of  detached  units, 
at  9  a.  m.  daily,  giving  the  strength  in  officers  and  enhsted  men,  stated  separately, 
Upon  departure  of  organizations  from  their  unit  rendezvous  in  comphance  with 
orders  from  these  headquarters  assigning  them  to  duty,  the  daily  strength  reports 
wiU  be  discontinued.  Commanding  officers  of  regiments,  separate  battalions, 
troops,  batteries,  companies  or  detachments  are  authorized  to  grant  leaves  of  absence 
and  fmioughs  not  to  exceed  five  days  provided  that  no  troop,  battery,  company 
or  detachment  shall  be  left  without  at  least  one  officer  and  the  enhsted  men  fur- 
loughed  therefrom  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  5%  of  the  enhsted  strength  present 
thereAvith. 

Application  for  leaves  of  absence  and  furloughs  in  excess  of  that  authorized 
supra  will  be  forwarded  to  these  headquarters  for  consideration.

2.  For  the  purpose  of  making  an  inventory  of  the  State  property  now  stored  in 
the  armories  formerly  occupied  by  organizations  of  the  National  Guard,  and  to 
carry  into  effect  the  recommendations  of  the  Special  Militia  Board,  approved  by 
the  Governor  under  date  of  January  17,  1918,  as  published  in  Circular  No.  1,  A.  G.  O., 
c.  s.,  the  Inspector  General  is  directed  to  proceed  to  the  following  stations:

3.  The  armory  inspection  shall  include: 

(a)  An  inventory  of  all  State  property  now  stored  in  each  armory. 
(6)  An  estimate  of  the  present  value  of  each  article  of  property. 

(c)  The  transfer  of  the  armory  and  the  property  stored  therein  to  the  command- 
ing officer  of  the  local  company  of  the  Reserve  Mihtia  at  the  station  where  a  company 
has  been  organized. 

(d)  The  accomphshment  of  a  proper  voucher  for  the  rent  due  for  the  period 
ending  December  31,  1917,  for  all  armories  retained,  and  a  voucher  for  amount  in 
fuU  for  aU  armories  discontinued. 

4.  Reports  relative  to  each  armory  will  be  made  to  the  Adjutant  General,  as 
follows : 

(a)  Inventory. — In  making  up  the  report  of  inventory  of  Forms  2c,  2a,  2b,  and 
2d  will  be  used.  The  original  copy  (2a)  with  covers  2c  and  2d,  duly  acknowledged 
by  the  officer  to  whom  transfer  is  made,  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General. 
The  duplicate  copy  (2b),  with  covers  2c  and  2d,  will  be  delivered  to  the  receiving 
officer.  For  armories  and  property  not  transferred,  both  the  original  and  duphcate 
win  be  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General. 
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(6)  Estimate  of  Value. — An  estimate  of  the  present  value  of  each  item  will  be 
noted  in  ink  on  the  original  sheet  (2a)  on  which  the  item  is  listed. 

(c)  Receipt  for  Property. — In  each  case  where  transfers  are  made,  the  receiving 
officer  will  sign  Form  2d,  acknowledging  receipt  of  the  property  transferred  as  pro- 
vided therein. 

{d)  Vouchers  for  Armory  Rent.—Fovm  16,  A.  G.  O.,  will  be  fully  accomplished, 
showing  the  amount  due  for  armory  rent  and  the  period  for  which  claim  is  made. 
Both  the  original  and  duphcate  copy  will  be  signed  by  the  payee  under  paragraph 
(a)  and  certified  by  the  Inspector  General  under  paragraph  (6).  Both  copies  thus 
accompHshed  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General  for  approval  and  trans- 
mission to  the  State  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  for  settlement. 

5.  In  case  the  inspection  reveals  that  any  articles  of  Government  property  have 
been  left  in  any  armory  by  units  of  the  National  Guard,  all  such  Government  prop- 
erty will  be  shipped  to  Major  J.  J.  Bernard,  U.  S.  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer, 
Raleigh,  N.  C.,  freight  collect.  When  such  shipments  are  made  a  duplicate  bill 
of  lading  will  be  promptly  mailed  to  Major  Bernard. 

6.  The  Inspector  General  will  so  arrange  his  itinerary  as  to  reduce  the  mileage 
to  the  minimum. 

7.  The  expenses  enjoined  are  necessary  in  the  public  service.

1.  Brigadier  General  Laurence  W.  Young,  North  Carohna  National  Guard 
Reserve,  is  herewith  detailed  as  commanding  officer  of  the  North  Carohna  Reserve 
MiUtia. 

2.  As  commanding  officer  of  the  Reserve  Mihtia,  General  Young  is  author- 
ized, and  he  is  hereby  directed,  to  receipt  for  and  account  for  all  arms,  ammunition, 
equipment  and  accoutrements  which  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  issued  to  the 
State  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  June  14,  1917,  for  the 
use  of  the  Reserve  Militia. 

3.  The  commanding  officer  will  furnish  such  bond  as  may  be  required  by  law 
for  the  safe-keeping  and  proper  return  of  all  such  property  issued  to  the  State. 

4.  Before  issue  of  Federal  or  State  property  or  State  funds  is  made  to  commanding 
officers  of  companies  or  separate  detachments  of  the  Reserve  Militia,  each  responsi- 
ble officer  shall  be  required  to  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  to  the  State  in  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  (.$500.00)  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties 
and  for  the  safe-keeping  and  proper  disposition  of  all  property  and  funds  entrusted 
to  his  care. 

5.  When  bonds  have  been  filed  with  and  approved  by  the  Adjutant  General, 
the  State  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  the  premium 
on  such  bonds  on  proper  vouchers.  The  cost  of  same  will  constitute  a  charge  against 
the  whole  sum  annually  appropriated  by  the  State  for  the  maintenance  of  the  militia, 
and  will  be  charged  to  the  "Bond"  account. 
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6.  The  following  instructions  must  be  strictly  observed  in  preparing  the  bond 
herein  required : 

(a)  The  sureties  must  sign  the  bond  and  their  names  must  be  wi'itten  in  the  body 
thereof,  together  with  their  residence,  including  town,  county,  and  State. 

(b)  There  must  be  two  sureties  when  individuals  are  the  sureties.  Each  surety 
must  quahfj'  by  making  oath  that  he  is  worth  some  specific  sum  at  least  equal  to 
the  full  amount  of  the  penalty  over  and  above  all  his  debts  and  liabilities.  Two 
persons  must  not  join  in  one  affidavit.  Each  must  subscribe  to  his  own  oath  sep- 
arately. A  certificate  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  sureties  must  be  made  by  a  clerk 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  State  or  a  notary  public,  with  the  seal  of  said  clerk  or 
notary  pubhc  attached,  to  the  effect  that  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief 
each  surety  is  worth  over  and  above  all  debts  and  liabilites  the  sum  stated  in  his 
affidavit  of  justification. 

7.  Incorporated  surety  companies  which  have  comphed  with  the  requirements 
of  the  State  laws  will  also  be  accepted  as  surety  on  the  bond,  and  in  this  case  only 
one  surety  is  required.  Sureties  executed  by  bonding  companies  are  preferred  to 
bonds  signed  by  individuals. 

8.  Necessary  blank  forms  for  use  in  executing  bonds  herein  required  and  vouchers 
for  payment  of  premiums  will  be  furnished  by  the  Adjutant  General's  Department.

2.  The  use  of  State  funds  appropriated  by  law  for  maintenance  of  the  Militia 
is  conditioned  upon  the  performance  of  such  duties  by  the  organization  as  will  jus- 
tify the  expenditure;  and  in  reaching  a  conclusion  as  to  the  companies  entitled  to 
recognition,  the  following  has  been  carefully  considered : 

(a)  Organization  of  the  personnel. 

(b)  Armory  facilities. 

(c)  Attendance  at  drills. 

(d)  Efficiency  as  indicated  by  purchase  of  uniforms  and  by  correspondence  and 
reports  on  file. 

(e)  Probable  permanency  of  the  organization  during  the  period  of  the  present 
emergency. 
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3.  It  is  quite  possible  that  in  some  instances  recognition  has  been  withheld  when 
it  should  be  given.  In  all  such  cases  this  department  will  give  careful  consideration 
to  the  claims  of  such  organizations  and  will  extend  proper  recognition  to  any  organ- 
ization which  presents  proof  sufficient  to  justify  the  payment  of  State  funds  in  its 
behalf. 

4.  The  attention  of  all  concerned  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  semi-annual 
appropriation  is  to  be  applied  to  "the  payment  of  armory  rent,  heat,  lights,  sta- 
tioner}^, printing,  and  other  necessary  expenses."  All  responsible  officers  are  enjoined 
to  settle  promptly  and  in  full  all  armory  rent  due  for  the  period  ending  June  30, 
1918.  In  all  cases  proper  vouchers  executed  on  Form  14a,  A.  G.  O.,  must  be  fully 
accomplished  and  the  records  kept  as  prescribed  in  Article  20,  sections  97-106, 
inclusive,  of  the  Regulations,  North  Carolina  Reserve  Mihtia.  AU  necessary  blank 
forms  will  be  furnished  without  requisition.

2.  Major  Poythress  was  born  in  Warren  County,  North  Carohna,  September 
17,  1871,  and  moved  to  Henderson  before  he  attained  his  majority.  He  entered 
the  mihtary  service  of  the  State  by  enlistment  in  Company  C,  3d  Infantry,  on  Jan- 
uary 2,  1889,  and  served  continuously  until  his  death.  His  grades  and  promotions 
in  the  service  were  as  follows:  1st  Sergeant  April  4,  1893;  2d  Lieutenant  April  5, 
1897;  Captain  August  27,  1899;  retired  with  rank  of  Major  December,  1901; 
appointed  Major  and  Assistant  Quartermaster  General  December,  1909;  Major 
Quartermaster  Corps  April  9,  1913.  Major  Poythress'  service  covered  a  period  of 
nearly  thirty  years,  and  during  aU  this  time  he  was  loyal  and  faithful  to  the  State's 
military  forces.  For  many  years  he  had  been  prominently  identified  with  the 
business  interests  of  his  home  town  and  enjoyed  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  a 
large  circle  of  friends  and  acquaintances.  The  Guard  has  lost  an  efficient  officer 
and  the  State  a  valued  citizen.

2.  Captain  Grimsley  was  born  near  Snow  HiU,  Greene  County,  on  December 
18,  1882.  He  received  his  education  and  mihtary  training  at  the  MiUedgeville,  Ga., 
Military  School,  and  State  College,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.  He  served  one  year 
in  the  Navy  and  then  retired  to  civil  life.  On  July  24,  1918,  he  was  commissioned 
Captain  North  Carolina  Reserve  Militia,  and  his  interest  in  the  welfare  of  his  oi'gan- 
ization  was  marked  by  a  high  degree  of  enthusiasm  and  devotion  to  duty.  The 
Reserve  Mihtia  has  lost  a  faithful  officer  and  the  State  a  most  highly  respected 
citizen.

The  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Special  MiUtia  Board,  appointed  under 
Special  Orders,  No.  372,  A.  G.  O.,  1917,  which  met  at  Raleigh,  N.  C,  January 
4,  1918,  together  with  the  action  of  the  Governor  in  connection  therewith,  is  pub- 
lished for  the  information  of  aU  concerned: 

Proceedings  of  Special  Militia  Board 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  January  4,  1918. 

The  Board  met  pursuant  to  Special  Orders  No.  372,  A.  G.  O.,  N.  C,  dated 
December  29,  1917. 

Present:  Major  General  F.  A.  Macon  (retired),  Brigadier  General  Laurence  W. 
Young,  the  Adjutant  General,  Major  Thomas  Stringfield,  Inspector-General,  and 
Major  Joseph  J.  Bernard,  Q.  M.  C. 

Absent:     Lieutenant  Colonel  Jesse  C.  Bessent  (retired). 

The  Board  proceeded  to  its  own  organization,  Major  General  F.  A.  Macon 
(retired)  being  chosen  president  and  Major  Joseph  J.  Bernard  secretary. 

The  Adjutant  General  submitted'  the  following  matters  to  the  Board  for  its 
consideration : 

(a)  The  matter  of  payment  of  rent  for  armories  vacated  by  the  several  com- 
panies of  the  National  Guard  incident  to  their  induction  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States. 

(6)  Utilization  of  armories  for  organizations  of  the  Reserve  Militia. 

The  Board  proceeded  to  consider  the  subjects  in  the  order  named,  and  the  con- 
clusions unanimously  reached  were  as  follows : 
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With  reference  to  subject  (a) : 

The  records  of  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General  show  that  on  July  19.  1917, 
General  Order  No.  26  was  issued  by  B.  S.  Royster,  Adjutant  General,  publishing 
the  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  calling  out  the  National 
Guard  of  the  several  States  and  drafting  these  into  the  Federal  service  under  the 
provisions  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  approved  June  3,  1916,  and  publishing 
certain  instructions  with  reference  to  the  call,  and  giving  the  following  instruction 
to  company  commanders,  relating  to  armories  and  unexpended  funds : 

Section  10.  All  organization  commanders  are  directed  to  pay  all  State  accounts, 
including  armory  rent,  and  to  submit  statement  on  August  4,  showing  the  exact 
status  of  tlie  armory  rent,  also  a  statement  from  the  owner  of  the  armory  showing 
the  annual  rent  of  the  armory  and  date  to  which  rent  has  been  paid. 

Sec.  11.  All  officers  who  are  accountable  for  State  funds  are  directed  to  submit 
supplemental  accounts  current  on  August  4,  showing  funds  on  hand,  same  to  be 
forwarded  jiromptly  to  the  Adjutant  General  with  a  check  for  any  balance  on  hand, 
same  to  be  made  payable  to  the  State  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer.  Com- 
manding officers  of  the  organizations  are  directed  to  notify  the  owners  of  armories 
that  the  matters  relating  to  armories  while  troops  are  in  the  Federal  service  will 
be  handled  by  this  office.

It  is  recommended  that  the  State  Property  and  Disbursing  OflScer  be  authorized 
and  directed  to  issue  his  check  in  settlement  of  these  claims  upon  properly  apporved 
vouchers,  such  payment  being  made  from  the  available  funds  to  his  credit  in  the 
office  of  the  State  Treasurer  on  the  30th  of  November,  1917. 

With  reference  to  subject  (b) : 

The  Board  finds  that  the  armories  formerly  used  by  the  National  Guard  units 
with  rare  exception  are  better  suited  for  military  quarters  than  any  other  available 
places  in  the  same  towns,  and,  further,  that  existing  armories  are  well  equipped  with 
necessary  lockers,  storage  rooms,  gun  racks  and  chairs,  stoves  and  other  valuable 
State  property,  which  is  necessary  for  properly  safeguarding  the  property  and 
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providing  comfort  for  the  personnel  of  the  organizations,  all  of  which  has  been 
heretofore  purchased  from  funds  appropriated  by  the  State  for  the  militia. 

In  many  instances  this  valuable  property  would  be  greatly  damaged  if  moved 
from  the  armories  in  which  now  located,  for  the  reason  that  such  fixtures  are  "built 
in"  and  especially  adapted  to  the  present  quarters,  and  further  if  these  armories 
are  vacated  the  property  owners  would  naturally  remodel  the  same,  thereby 
destroying  the  usefulness  of  such  buildings  for  armory  purposes;  and,  further- 
more, the  State  would  in  a  large  measure  sustain  a  great  loss  on  account  of 
the  money  heretofore  expended  to  make  such  buildings  suitable  for  armories,  and 
to  meet  the  requirements  enforced  by  the  Federal  Government  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  the  issuance  of  arms  and  equipment  to  the  State  forces. 

In  view  of  the  conditions  above  set  forth  the  Board  recommends : 

(a)  That  claims  on  these  armories  be  not  relinquished  except  in  such  cases  as 
may  be  determined  to  be  advisable. 

(6)  That  the  same  be  turned  over  to  the  organizations  of  the  Reserve  Militia 
and  that  hereafter  the  rental  be  paid  by  such  organizations  from  funds  appropriated 
to  them  under  Section  97,  Chapter  200,  Public  Laws  of  North  Carohna,  Acts  of 
1917. 

(c)  That  all  State  property  stored  therein  be  invoiced  to  the  commanding  officer 
for  the  use  of  his  company,  he  being  held  responsible  therefor  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  Law  and  the  regulations  issued  thereunder. 

The  Board  adjourned  to  meet  at  10  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  5th.

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SELECTIVE  SERVICE 

On  April  6,  1917,  President  Wilson  declared  that  a  state  of  war  existed  between 
the  United  States  and  the  Imperial  German  Government.  On  May  18,  1917, 
"The  Selective  Service  Law"  was  approved  and  promulgated. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  law  the  Governor  was  charged  with  general  super- 
vision of  the  draft  in  the  State.  In  the  discharge  of  this  duty  the  Governor  func- 
tioned through  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General. 

Following  is  a  short  and  concise  account  of  the  activities  of  this  Department  in 
connection  with  the  work  of  the  Selective  Service  Organization  in  the  State  and 
Nation. 

In  May,  1917,  Adjutant  General  Royster,  at  the  direction  of  Governor  Bickett, 
created  in  his  office  the  Department  of  Military  Enrollment  for  the  conduct  of  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  registration  and  draft.  Mr.  Joseph  J.  Mackey,  Jr.,  was 
placed  in  charge  of  this  Department  and  conducted  its  affairs  until  he  was  called 
into  the  Federal  service  in  September,  1917. 

Under  date  of  April  23,  1917,  the  Secretary  of  War  notified  the  Governor  that 
the  registration  of  men  for  military  service  would  be  effected  through  registration 
boards  to  be  appointed  for  each  community  of  30,000,  such  boards,  as  far  as  possible, 
to  consist  of  the  local  officials  of  such  communities. 

In  furtherance  of  this  plan,  and  in  preparation  for  the  registration  of  June  5,  1917, 
registration  boards  for  each  county  in  the  State  were  appointed  by  the  Governor, 
and  one  additional  registration  board,  each  was  appointed  by  the  respective  Mayors 
for  the  cities  of  Wilmington,  Winston-Salem  and  Charlotte,  the  Mayor  of  each 
city  being  ex-officio  member  of  the  registration  board.  Following  is  a  list  of  the 
registration  boards:

The  work  of  the  registration  boards  was  accomplished  in  a  very  creditable  and 
satisfactory  manner,  and,  to  a  great  extent,  without  compensation.  The  registra- 
tion boards  ceased  to  exist  after  the  approval  and  appointment  of  local  exemption 
boards  by  the  President. 

On  May  26,  1917,  the  Provost  Marshal  General  directed  that  there  be  named 
for  each  county,  and  for  each  group  of  30,000  in  each  city  or  county  of  over  30,000 
inhabitants,  a  local  board  for  the  purpo.se  of  hearing  exemption  claims  and  determin- 
ing the  status  of  registrants. 

Such  local  boards  were  nominated  by  Governor  Bickett,  approved  and  appointed 
by  the  President.  On  the  appointment  and  organization  of  the  local  board  the 
registration  board  automatically  ceased  to  exist  and  all  registrations  after  that  of 
June  5,  1917,  were  conducted  by  the  local  boards.  A  roster  of  the  local  boards, 
as  they  stood  when  discharged,  is  made  a  part  of  this  report  and  appears  at  page 
255.  It  is  regretted  that  the  few  changes  which  occurred  in  the  personnel  of  the 
local  boards',  from  time  to  time,  cannot  be  recorded  for  lack  of  data. 


District  Boards 

On  June  18,  1917,  the  Secretary  of  War  notified  the  Governor  that  the  Selective 
Service  Act  and  Regulations  prescribed  a  district  board  for  each  Federal  Judicial 
District  to  be  composed  of  five  members  each.  Therefore  two  district  boards  for 
the  State  were  created  and  located  at  Goldsboro  and  Statesville  for  the  Eastern 
and  Western  Districts,  respectively.  Later  three  Industrial  Advisors,  each,  for  the 
district  boards  were  appointed  by  the  Provost  Marshal  General.     The  Industrial 
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Advisors  assisted  the  district  boards,  but  had  no  vote  on  classifications  and  served 
without  compensation.  Tlie  District  Boards  personnel  and  Industrial  Advisors, 
as  of  date  of  discharge,  will  be  found  on  page  267. 

Legal  Advisory  Boards 

Legal  advisory  boards  consisting  of  three  members  were  appointed  by  the  Governor 
for  each  county.  It  was  the  duty  of  the  legal  advisory  boards  to  advise  and  assist 
registrants  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  registration  and  draft.  An  invaluable 
service  was  rendered  entirely  without  compensation.  A  list  of  the  Legal  Advisory 
Boards  is  made  a  part  of  this  report  and  appears  at  page  276. 

GoVBRNxMEXT    ApPEAL    AgENTS 

On  August  1,  1917,  the  Governor  was  notified  by  the  Provost  Marshal  General 
that  a  person  should  be  appointed  in  each  county  and  city  to  take  appeals  on  behalf 
of  the  Government  in  exemption  claims.  In  compHance  with  this  order  Government 
Appeal  Agents  were  appointed  for  each  local  board.  The  work  of  the  Government 
Appeal  Agents  was  heavy  and  the  service  rendered  promptly,  efficiently  and  entirely 
without  compensation.  A  list  of  the  Government  Appeal  Agents  is  made  a  part  of 
this  report  and  appears  at  page  268. 

Medical  Advisory  Boards 

In  December,  1917,  the  State  was  districted  by  Maj.  J.  W.  Long,  Medical  Aid 
to  the  Governor,  and  eighteen  Medical  Advisory  Boards  organized.  To  these  Medi- 
cal Advisory  Boards  all  doubtful  cases  of  registrants  examined  by  the  examining 
physicians  of  the  local  boards  were  sent  for  re-examination.  The  work  done  by  the 
Medical  Advisory  Boards  was  very  great  and  the  service  rendered  entirely  without 
compensation. 

Before  organizing  the  Medical  Advisory  Boards  Major  Long  had  .served  as  Medical 
Aide  to  the  Governor  since  the  organization  of  State  Headquarters,  War  Registra- 
tion and  Draft.  In  this  capacity  he  rendered  valuable  service  in  directing  and  co- 
ordinating the  work  of  the  medical  members  of  local  boards.  His  service  was 
rendered  at  great  personal  sacrifice  of  time  and  means  and  without  compensation. 
Major  Long  served  as  Medical  Aide  to  the  Governor  until  he  was  called  into  the 
Federal  service.  Following  Major  Long's  resignation  Dr.  A.  W.  Knox  was  appointed 
Medical  Aide  to  the  Governor,  with  rank  of  Captain,  which  position  he  filled  with 
great  credit  until  the  close  of  the  work.

The  certificates  of  service  have  been  prepared  to  be  countersigned  and  issued 
by  the  Governor  of  each  State  and  it  is  requested  that  you  arrange  for  the  proper 
preparation  and  issuance  of  these  certificates  to  all  members  of  District,  Local 
(including  Government  Appeal  Agents),  Medical  Advisory,  and  Legal  Advisory 
Boards,  who  were  in  the  service  on  March  31,  1919.  In  no  case  should  a  certificate 
of  service  be  issued  to  any  member  of  any  board  whose  connection  with  the  Selective 
Service  Organization  was  severed  prior  to  March  31,  1919. 

It  is  also  requested  that  you  arrange  to  have  mailed  to  each  associate  member  of 
the  Legal  Advisory  Boards  a  copy  of  the  letter  from  the  Provost  Marshal  General 
to  such  associate  member. 

The  Draft  Executive  of  your  State  was  instructed  by  this  office  to  deliver  to  you 
a  fist  giving  the  names  of  all  members  of  District,  Local,  Medical  Advisory,  and 
Legal  Advisory  Boards,  and  of  aU  Government  Appeal  Agents  and  Associate 
]\Iembers  of  Legal  Advisory  Boards,  together  with  the  information  relative  to  each 
member  which  would  be  necessary  to  enable  you  to  furnish  the  certificates  of  service. 

Should  it  be  necessary  for  you  to  incur  any  expense  in  the  issuance  of  these  cer- 
tificates which  you  desire  to  be  paid  from  the  appropriations  of  this  office,  it  is 
requested  that  you  advise  this  office  by  telegram  of  the  fact  and  give  an  estimate 
of  the  amount  which  will  be  required,  so  necessary  authority  can  be  issued.  The 
payment  of  these  expenses  will  be  made  where  authorized  upon  vouchers  submitted 
to  this  office. 

For  your  information  there  are  inclosed  herewith  copies  of  the  letter  and  order 
of  the  President  which  have  been  mailed  by  this  office  to  each  member  of  the  Selective 
Service  Boards. 

There  is  also  inclosed  a  copy  of  each  of  the  various  certificates  and  the  letter  to 
the  associate  members  of  the  Legal  Advisory  Boards,  which  will  be  shipped  to  you 
in  bulk  for  issuance  as  above  prescribed.  Please  make  a  careful  survey  of  the 
needs  for  these  forms  in  your  State  and  advise  this  office  by  telegram  of  additional 
requirements,  if  any,  of  each  form.
